Letter of Transmittal 


To the Citizens of Norway: 


By printing a more complete State Auditors’ report in this 1948 
Town Report we have eliminated much material which we deem un- 
necessary detail and duplication. However, if any citizen wishes ad- 
ditional information it is available at any time from the Town Office. 

After cutting the 1948 appropriations $10,493.80 and absorbing 
better than $15,000.00 expenses of the former Norway Village Corpor- 
ation your municipal officers have been successful in lowering the net 
deficit of the Town of Norway $2,427.85. This was accomplished 
without a raise of the town tax rate and despite the fact that Fire De- 
._partment overdrafts (necessary because of replacement of fire hose 
and foamite powder) a charge for the new Buffalo Fire Pumper, a 
note on the Opera House and other incidentals amounting to $20,270.68, 
were charged against our net deficit. 

We have again cut our Highway and Winter Maintenance appro- 
priations and they are now at the level of 1944. These cuts are not 
made on an anticipated savings due to the weather this year but are 
based on the 1948 performance. 

The general conditions of the roads in 1948 were poor due to the 
extremely dry weather. 

There was .04 of a mile of State Aid road built in Millettville. 

After installation of culverts and surface treating, the Swift’s Corner 
to Noble’s Corner Road was absorbed into the State Aid system. 

Paris Street is now part of the State Highway system. 

Metal culverts installed in 1948 cost the Town of Norway $1,975.44. 

We have petitioned the State Highway Commission to resurface 
Paris Street and Lower Main Street from curb to curb and we will do 
all we can to have this job accomplished in 1949. 

The Fair Street and the Grove Street sewers were completed this 
year. Money will have to be appropriated to install the Alcott Street 
section. 

In the purchase of the new Allis-Chalmers diesel powered grader we 
were allowed $1,987.00 for the old Adams grader. The Allis-Chalmers 
has proved very satisfactory and shows great economy over the old 
Adams machine. 

Unfortunately, due to payment in 1949 of the first note on the Buffalo 
Fire Pumper, the increased school appropriations and other added 
expenses beyond our control it is doubtful that we will be able to hold 
our tax rate where it is. 

I wish to again thank the Board of Selectmen, my assistant, Mrs. 
Georgina Smith, and our road maintenance crew for their cooperation 
this past year.

Comments 


Re: Audit of Accounts - Town of Norway 
January 1, 1948 to December 31, 1948 


An audit has been completed of the books and records of the Town of 
Norway for the year ended December 31, 1948. This examination 
was conducted in accordance with generally accepted auditing stand- 
ards and included such procedures and test checks as were deemed 
necessary. 


CASH 


The cash balance of $50,058.30 at December 31, 1948, which was in 
agreement with the records of the Treasurer, was reconciled with the 
bank statement furnished by the Norway National Bank. 

From an analysis of the receipts which were issued by the Treasurer 
and the deposits, it was ascertained that all cash recorded as received 
had been deposited in the bank in accordance with the pratiieae of 
the statutes. 

It was ascertained that all warrants had been paid in full and 
properly authorized by the Selectmen. 
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ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 


The accounts receivable totaled $283.34 at the year end. As all of 
these items were current accounts and considered to be collectible, no 
reserve for possible losses in collection was established. The complete 
detail of the accounts receivable appears on Schedule A-1. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 


The taxes receivable totaled $6,493.72 at the year end. Of this 
amount $6,181.76 represented the current year’s uncollected taxes. 
The warrant of commitment, which was properly signed, was added 
and found to be in agreement with the records of the Assessors. Cash 
collections and properly authorized abatements accounted for 96.2% 
of the 1948 assessment charged to the Tax Collector. The detail of 
the taxes receivable is presented on Schedules A-14 and A-15. 


TAX LIENS 


It was ascertained that the Tax Collector had secured all unpaid 
1947 taxes which had been assessed against real estate with tax liens. 
All recorded cash collections were traced to the credit of the individual 
accounts and all unredeemed tax liens on file with the Treasurer were 
examined. 


TAX DEEDS 


The balance of the tax deeds at the year end was $1,181.79. All 
recorded cash collections were traced to the credit of the individual 
accounts and all tax deeds on file with the Treasurer were examined. 
Due to the age of the outstanding tax deeds, a reserve for possible losses 
in collection of $596.00, which represents 50% of the total face value 
has been established. 


SEWER TAXES RECEIVABLE 


Upon the dissolution of the’ Norway Village Corporation, all of its 
remaining assets were transferred to the Town of Norway. Included 
in these assets were sewer taxes receivable totaling $7.16. As these 
are all 1940 accounts, it is suggested that the municipal officers consider 
writing off these items if they cannot be collected during the 1949 
municipal year. 


EQUIPMENT ACCOUNT 


All transactions affecting the equipment account were checked and 
the cash balance of $1,202.32 was reconciled with the bank statement 
of the Norway National Bank. New equipment costing $9,077.26 
was purchased during the year. From the earnings of this fund, the 
maturing notes payable totaling $3,000.00, which were issued for the 
purchase of equipment, were paid. A statement of operations of this 
fund showing all cash receipts and disbursements is presented on 
Schedule A-6. 
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ACCOUNTS PAYABLE 
The accounts payable totaling $22.71 are listed on Schedule A-7. 


NOTES PAYABLE 
During the year under examination the following notes payable were 
issued: 
Norway National Bank - Opera House $ 5,000.00 
Norway National Bank - Fire Truck $ 10,855.00 
The equipment notes were reduced by $3,000.00 as previously stated 
in the comments on the Equipment Account. 
The total notes payable at the year end was $42,855.00. 


BONDS PAYABLE 
During the year bonds totaling $3,000.00 matured and were paid. 
This payment was made from an appropriation made at the annual 
town meeting for that purpose. 
DEFERRED REVENUE 


The following are the items of deferred revenue at the year end: 


Norway Opera House $ 136.05 
Town Property Income 5,491.88 
TOTAL $ 5,627.93 


A complete analysis of the transactions occurring in the Opera 
House Account is presented on Schedule A-11. 


RESERVE FOR AUTHORIZED EXPENDITURES 


The reserve for authorized expenditures represents the net un- 
expended balances of the appropriation accounts for educational 
purposes which have been carried forward to the ensuing year for 
expenditure. The balances carried forward in these accounts represent 
an increase of $1,041.56 over those carried forward a year ago. 


DEFICIT 


The deficit of the town was decreased by $2,427.85 during the year. 
A complete analysis of the factors contributing to this decrease is 
presented on Exhibit E. 


TRUST FUNDS 


The time deposits representing the investments of the Cemetery 
Perpetual Care Funds, the Library Funds, and the unexpended in- 
come of the Fred W. and Laura A. Sanborn Fund were verified by 
examination of the bank passbooks. During this examination, it was 
noted that many of the passbooks had not been presented to the bank 
to have the interest earned on these accounts added to the passbooks. 
This interest was added during the course of the audit. 

As the Fred W. and Laura A. Sanborn and the Crooker Funds are 
controlled by trustees, no examination was made of the investments 
of the principals. 
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GENERAL / A 

A test check was made of the vouchers Ind pay rolls and all so ex- 
amined appeared to be reasonable and proper charges and correctly 
recorded. | 

The excise tax collections were verified by adding the copies of the 
receipts which were retained by the Collector. 

Corporate surety bonds were found on file for the Treasurer and 
Tax Collector. 

The records were found to have been accurately and efficiently 


maintained. 


RECOMMENDATION 


It is recommended that all monies for school purposes be received 
by the Treasurer of the town who is the bonded fiscal agent of the 
town. At the present time these monies are received by the Super- 


intendent of Schools who is not a bonded municipal official. 


NORWAY MEMORIAL LIBRARY 

An examination has been completed of the financial transactions 
recorded on the books and records of the Norway Memorial Library 
for the year ended December 31, 1948. 

It was ascertained that a!l monies for which rece’ pts had been written 
had beer deposited in the bank. 

All disbursements had been made by check. A test check of vouchers 
was made and all so examined appeared to be reasonable and proper 
charges and correctly recorded. 

. The cash balance of $108.11 was reconciled with the bank statement 
furnished y the Norway National Bank.

431 school children were given physical examinations by the 
doctor. Quite a few defects were found and sixty-four visits were 
made by the public health nurse to the homes of these children in 
order to interest the parents in follow-up work with the family doctor, 
or to attend to specific clinic to which their doctor referred the child. 
All shcools were visited and conferences were held with the teachers 
in regard to health problems of individual children. 

490 school children had their hearing tested by the Audiometer. 

Fourteen visits were made to expectant mothers, eighty-three 
visits to infants and pre-school children for the purpose of instructing 
the mothers and to urge them to follow-the doctor’s advice in regard 
to immunization, Cod Liver Oil, diet, and general good health measures. 


Through the kind efforts of the Chairman of the American Red - 


Cross Home Service, several children were transported to Lewiston 
to attend the Speech clinic and the Crippled Children’s clinic we 
conduct there. 

Nineteen visits were made to adults in their homes to demonstrate 
bedside nursing and other techniques in the care of the sick. 

There are still a great many problems to be solved. Perhaps next 
year will bring about their solution with the aid of the poeple in the 
community at large. 

I wish to thank the doctors for their help and cooperation 
at all times, the Town Manager, the Selectmen, the Superintendent 
of Schools, and the Faculty, Mrs. Brown of the American Red Cross 
and all other people who have given me their assistance in helping 
to solve the health problems in the community.

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Report of the 
Superintending School Committee 


To the Citizens of Norway: 
The following budget is made a part of our report. 


It is about the same as last year’s with exceptions in the elementary, 
home economics, repairs, and insurance accounts. 

In the elementary and secondary accounts, we have balances totaling 
$8,380.66. It would seem that the appropriation could be cut by that 
amount, but that is not true. The town’s fiscal year runs from Jan- 
uary 1 to December 31, and the school department has contracted for 
teachers’ salaries and conveyance service up to the close of school in 
June. Included in this budget is an item of $2,000.00 for expansion 
of conveyance service. It is advisable to have a surplus in this account 
to care for extra teaching service or for additional money to employ 
or retain teachers whose services are invaluable. The committee 
feels that it has always used the school appropriations wisely. The 
increased appropriation asked for in repairs is covered in the report 
of the superintendent. The increase in home economics and industrial 
arts is expense incurred by the exchange of courses with South Paris. 
The increase in insurance is merely to care for the premiums on policie 
falling due in 1949. 

The amount of subsidy for each certified teaching position is based 
on the municipal school rate. Thus, the appropriation for elementary 
and secondary schools should not vary too much for the biennial legis- 
lative years. If the amount of appropriation should vary as much 
as $3,000.00 e‘ther way, under the law it could result in a cut of $90.00 
_ per certified teaching position which would mean a total loss of about 
$2,500.00 tothe town. The present amount asked for elementary and 
secondary schools will mean a subsidy from the State the same as was 
received this year for teaching positions. Next year, the State valuation 
will increase materially, and this will lower the municipal tax rate -- 
thereby lowering State subsidies. Therefore, it is to the best interests 
of the town to maintain the present level of appropriation.

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Report of 
The Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and the Citizens of the 
Town of Norway: 


J hereby submit the annual report of the Norway School 
Department for the year ending December 31, 1948. 

On July first I officially accepted the responsibility of serving 
you as your superintendent of schools. I feel very pleased with the 
personnel and the physical equipment. I feel that Norway has pro- 
vided good schools for its children and will continue to do so. 
The major problem, which will be discussed fully later in this report, 
is the future housing of the children. 

I would like at this time to thank. the school committee, teachers, 
and friends for the help that they have given me. The different 
sections of the town, locations of families, conveyance routes, and 
many other questions pertaining to my work were unknown 
to me, and these people have very kindly given their time to orient 
me on these things. The summer months were spent mainly in super- 
vision of repairs, cleaning of buildings, office work, and completing 
the staff of teachers. It is the purpose of myself and my office to be 
at your service. If you have a school problem, do not hesitate to 
bring it to me. I assure you that it will be given consideration. 


Teacher Shortage 
This is a problem that effects all towns. The subject has for the 
past six or eight years been very well publicized by the releases of 
the Department of Education at Augusta, the press, radio broad- 
casts, and your own needs locally. We still find that we have a 
scarcity of good, certified, elementary teachers. The secondary field 


as a whole is not badly affected. The Department of Education| 


in Augusta estimates that we shall not have a normal supply before 
1962 if we do then. 

The enrollment in the state teachers’ colleges should increase 
but has not. This is due primarily to the poor salaries of the past 
years. This condition in Maine has been improved by new state 
subsidies under the minimum salary law of the last legislature. This 
should help the enrollment in our state teachers’ colleges. At the 
present time, it is estimated that the state needs about sixteen hundred 
additional teachers, and the number graduating from all the teachers’ 
colleges in the state will be approximately one hundred and twenty- 
five. The colleges are unable to reduce this shortage of needed tea- 
chers. At the present time they are replacing the natural yearly 
loss only, which is caused by retirement of older teachers and those 
leaving the profession for business and other causes. It “becomes 
increasingly necessary to urge more of the graduates of our high 
schools to enroll in our state teacher training institutions.

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Salaries 


The salaries paid to the teachers in both the elementary and secon- 
dary schools in Norway are about average for a town of this size 
and ability to pay. The superior teacher-is attracted to those local- 
ities where the better paying positions are located. I recommend 
that the town employ the best teachers that they can afford to employ. 
With large classes, the better teachers employed without doubt will 
decrease the percentage of failures. This percentage of failures in- 
creases very rapidly when the teacher load is in excess of twenty- 
five to thirty pupils in a room. The schools are your schools. They 
will improve only insofar as the taxpayer understands these schools 
and has an interest and a desire to improve them. 

It is the purpose of your committee and superintendent to employ 
the best teachers we can procure with the funds available. It has 
been my observation that the citizens of Norway demand a high 
standard in their schools. 


Enrollment and Housing 


The housing of the pupils in our village schools is the major problem 
facing the school officials. The problem of housing is becoming more 
acute with each year. It is not my problem nor the committee’s. 
It is the problem of each citizen in the town. Something has to be 
done about it. 

We are, at the present time, using every bit of available space 
we have. The overflow from grades five and six from the grade 
building is housed in a room in the high school building. At the 
present time this room is needed for high school classes. The two 
rooms being used in the attic of the wooden building are not suited 
for classrooms, They are lacking in natural lighting and ventilation. 

A study of enrollment figures for 1949 and 1950, based on the 
present enrollment figures in the village schools, show an increase 
in the teacher load and housing. It is estimated that in the fall of 
1949 the enrollment in the grade building will average sixty pupils 
per grade; in 1950 this average will probably be fifty-eight and four 
tenths per grade. These enrollment figures in the grade building for 
the two years gives for 1949 an average of thirty-five pupils per 
teacher. These figures are for grades two to eight inclusive. 

The rooms have the floor space for an average of about thirty- 
five per room. This means that after 1950 we shall not be able to 
house our pupils. With an average enrollment of very nearly 
forty for these rooms, it means something must be done about it. 
To make the situation clearer,may I present you with some statistics? 
The Department of Education in Augusta has released the following 
figures: in 1940 there were 15,285 births in the state; in 1946 there 
were 23,908 births, an increase of fifty-six percent in seven years. 
These figures are similar to the results I found in studying the town 
reports for the period 1943-1947 in Norway. From the statistics 
available, we assume that at least one hundred children will enter 
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school in the fall of 1949. In 1947 there were ninety births in the 
town. These children will be entering school in 1952. These figures 
are just an index of the housing problem. In conclusion, I estimate 
that by 1952 the village school enrollment will increase ten to fifteen 
percent for the elementary schools; and, by 1960, this will be reflected 
in the high school enrollment by an increase of eight to twelve percent. 


Condition of Buildings and Repairs 

The buildings are in fair repair. Many of the rooms need _ rede- 
corating, and the program is to do some of this each year. This year we 
have redecorated the lower hall in the grade building, lighted both 
hallways, the attic, and floodlighted the grounds. The foundation 
of the grade building was pointed up and gravel hauled to grade 
up around the building to keep the water away. The snow and ice 
have been sliding from the roof of the building, and this has been 
corrected by the installation of angle irons and a double pipe railing 
to hold the ice and snow from slipping off the roof. The Upper Pri- 
mary School was cold, and there had been trouble in cold weather 
due to freezing. An oil-burning, heating unit has been installed, 
and it is hoped that this condition is now corrected. A storm door 
has been put on the back door. Mrs. McAlister informs me that the 
room is very comfortable this year. 

It will be necessary to raise more money for repairs this year. 
The reason for this is that it will be necessary to replace the concrete 
steps on the entrances to the grade building. The west entrance is 
dangerous, and the front entrance has settled about six inches and 
allows the water to stay next to the wall of the building. 

The lighting in the high school building is very poor. There have 
been several complaints to me by the teachers and pupils in the home 
economics and typewriting rooms that the light is so poor it interferes 
with the class procedure. Sewing and typewriting require the best 
of light. The present fixtures are using the highest wattage bulb 
we can use. I have been advised that if modern lighting were in- 
stalled over a period of years there would be a saving. It would 
mean also the saving of eyestrain for the children. The Central 
Maine Power Company has volunteered to have one of their lighting 
engineers make a survey of the rooms and advise us on the kind 
and number of fixtures to use at no cost to the town. It is recom- 
mended that we start a lighting program for the high school and change 
the lighting in both of the rooms or at least in one of them this year. 


On-The-Farm Training Program 
Institutional On-The-Farm Training was made possible through 
an act of the eightieth Congress, as amended by Public Law 377. 
The purpose of Public Law 377, eightieth Congress, is to provide a 
basis for the highest quality of training which may be given to a 
veteran who elects to pursue a course of institutional on-the-farm 
training; to prevent abuses of the institutional on-the-farm training 
program; to pay full subsistence allowance to the trainee when he is 
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pursuing full time institutional on-the-farm training; and to auth- 
orize the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to contract with app- 
roved institutions for such courses where the administrator finds 
the agreed cost is reasonable and fair. — 

This program at Norway High School started April 1, 1947, with 
the enrollment of four trainees. At the beginning of the year of 1948 
there were seven trainees enrolled, and as of the writing of this report 
eighteen are enrolled. The school has an authorized enrollment of 
twenty trainees. 

The increased enrollment of veterans in this training program 
indicates the need and value of the program for veterans in this 
section of Oxford County. 


School Lunch 

The school lunch program this year is proving very popular and 
most beneficial to the children. It was decided to give a full ‘Type 
A’ lunch this year which consists of two ounces of protein [meat, 
fish, cheese], three-quarters of a cup of raw or cooked vegetable or 
fruit, bread, butter, and one-half pint of whole milk. This lunch is 
served at a cost of twenty cents per day or one dollar a week to the 
child and is subsidized by the Federal School Lunch Program to the 
extent of nine cents for each meal served. The average participation 
has been between one hundred forty and one hundred fifty daily. 

Several organizations and individuals in town have made very 
generous contributions to the program, thus making the lunch avail- 
able to many children who might not otherwise be able to afford it. 
Organizations which wish to do so may make contributions to the 
program by sending donations to Mrs. Woodbury or to the super- 
intendent of schools. Our sincere thanks also go to the Norway fire- 
men who again made the facilities of their kitchen available for pre- 
paring and cooking the lunch. 

The lunch program is sponsored and generously aided by the 
local Parent -Teachers’ Association, with Glenna Woodbury, home 
economics instructor, serving as supervisor and Mrs. Ethel Luck 
and Mrs. Rosemond Curtis as_ cooks. 


Conclusion 

We have only one major problem to solve in the near future; that 
is our housing Problem. The Parent - Teachers’ Association and 
citizens are making a study of housing in the Norway Schools, and 
I believe they will have additional facts to present to the citizens 
at the annual town meeting. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank all the friends of the schools for 
their cooperation and support. With this cooperation and support, 
we shall be able to maintain a school program that will be a credit 
to the town. Schools are the most important investment a town 
may make because the youth of today are the citizens of tomorrow.

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Principal's Report 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the Members of the School 
Board: 


I herewith submit, for your consideration, my report of the progress 
of Norway High School for the past year. 


June 1948 saw the graduation of thirty-five seniors. Three of 
these have entered regular academic colleges, three have entered 
business schools, one has entered teachers’ college, three have gone 
into hospital training courses, eight into the armed services where 
they are furthering their education. This is a good percentage of 
graduates to see the value of future study. 

The registration for the fall term was 185. At the present time, 
with a few drop-outs and fewer additions, the number stands at 
183--forty-one seniors, thirty-one juniors, forty-three sophomores, 
and sixty-eight freshmen. We expect forty-one seniors to graduate 
in the spring and at least sixty to enter as freshmen in the fall -- 
bringing the registration to at least two hundred next year. 

We have been very fortunate in replacing the teachers who re- 
signed last spring. Mr. Ivan Crouse, a graduate of the University 
of Maine, is reorganizing the agricultural department; Miss Elsie 
Adams, a teacher with sixteen years of experience, is replacing Mrs. 
Brooks in the Latin and English department. Mrs. Vivian Kellick, 
with over three years of experience and quite a good deal of study 
abroad, isnow teaching French and English. Miss Elizabeth Klain 
is handling the orchestra and glee clubs. The extra-curricular duties 
of each teacher add to their classroom teaching. All teachers are 
assigned to extra activities. The morale and initiative of all teachers 
at the present time is excellent. We have introduced two new sub- 
jects this year, one of which is driver education under the supervision 
of Mr. Brawn. Mr. Brawn took special courses at the University 
of Maine in preparation for this teaching. Under this plan, forty 
or more students. will be given an intensive course in class work and 
in the handling of an automobile on the highway. The course deals 
with all parts of the cars, care of cars, laws of driving and rules of 
the road. At the completion of the course, each student is certain 
to pass the state drivers’ test to secure a license. The value of this 
course has been demonstrated by the lack of accidents by students 
who have completed such a course. This course is sanctioned and 
supported by the A. A. A., the State Police Department, and the 
State Department of Education. The cost of gasoline, oil, etc. is 
supplied by the Norway-Paris Kiwanis Club. 

The second new course, industrial arts, or general shop, is-avail- 
able to boys. This department is handled in conjunction with South 
Paris. Twenty-seven boys from Norway are spending two periods 
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a day in the Paris High School Shop. The course consists of metal, 
wood, and electrical work under the supervision of Mr. Huff, a tea- 
cher with considerable experience. A visit to the shop should convince 
anyone that the course fills a great need in the school curriculum. 

While our students are taking advantage of the shop at South 
Paris, some South Paris students are spending time in Norway High 
School studying different subjects such,as Latin, agriculture, algebra, 
and chemistry--courses not offered this year at Paris. This exchange 
of students has worked exceedingly well this year, and our hopes 
are that it will be carried on and expanded next year. The question 
of room in the shop course must be overcome if our boys are to have 
the advantage of this course next year. 

Open house last fall was one of the highlights of the school year. 
Many parents and friends of the school availed themselves of the 
opportunity to visit their school and talk with the teachers. Parents 
and friends are invited and urged to drop in at school to see it at 
work at any time. The ‘welcome’ sign is always out.

Report 


To the Board of Trustees of the Norway Water District: 


I herewith submit my 4th Annual Report as superintendent of the 


Norway Water District. 


Personnel 


The personnel of the District consist of superintendent, office clerk, 
and temporary help when needed. 


Pumping Station and Grounds 


Outside of general maintenance, no repairs have been made to the 


pumping station this year. 


station were kept up as usual. 


The grounds and road leading to the 
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Pumps and Motors 


We have had no trouble with our pumps this last year. All units 
are working good. We have the following pumping equipment: 
No. 1 Pump is the auxiliary pump. This is a Worthington 600 
G.P.M., 1-stage centrifugal pump driven by a Lehman Ford V-8 
Gasoline motor. This pump is used in case of electrical failure or 
other emergencies. 
No. 2 Pump is a Gould, 1-stage centrifugal 500 G.P.M., driven 
by a 40 H.P. High Speed 2300 Volts Century Motor. 
No. 3 Pump is an Allis-Chalmers 2-stage centrifugal 500 G.P.M. 
Pump, driven by a slow speed 50 H.P. Allis-Chalmers 2300 Volts 
Motor. 
We alternate the running of both No. 1 and No. 2 pumps, using one 
pump one month and the other the next. New water rings were in- 
stalled in No. 2 this last summer. 


Electrical Equipment 

In 1947 we had all new wiring installed from the pole outside of the 
building and also inside of the building. New switchboard was in- 
stalled with new, up-to-date dropped type fuse blocks on both lines 
to our starting switches. We also installed new coils in the starting 
switches to take care of over- and underload. With this added pro- 
tection we have eliminated lightning coming in on the wires and burning 
out our motors. 


Purification 


Both the Wallace & Tiernan Chlorinator and the Ammonia Machine 
are working satisfactorily, but will need to be overhauled in the spring. 
A close watch of these two machines is kept each day to sec the right 
amount of chlorine and ammonia is used. The amount of chemicals 
used is determined by the State Dept. of Health standards. Samples 
of water are sent to the State Dept. of Health for bacteriological ex- 
amination twice a month, and oftener when called for by that Depart- 
ment. Return reports show our water passes the health standards.

Mains 


We have had no major trouble on our mains this last year. 

Our mains are 4’’ to 10” Cast Iron pipe, 3-4’’to 3” galvanized pipe, 
3-4” to 1’’ Copper pipe, 8’’ Transite, 10’’ Steel pipe under the river 
at what used to be Pleasant Street Bridge, and 8’’ Cast Iron connected 
with So. Paris Water Co. with a 6”’ bypass and 6” meter in a pit at 
the corner of Paris and Fair Streets. 


Services 


Minor repairs had to be made to some of the services, and we have 
renewed 20 services with 3-4” copper. 396 feet of 3-4’’ copper has been 
used on these services. We also used 40 feet 3-4” copper and 10 feet 
1’ copper to reconnect services.

Hydrants 


All hydrants were inspected in the fall and repaired when necessary. 
This year two hydrants which were beyond repair were replaced. One 
was at Beat Street opposite Danforth Street, and the other at the corner 
of Main and Pleasant Streets. These two hydrants were replaced 
with 4”” Eddy Hydrants with two 2 1-2’’ outlet and one Steamer con- 
nection. 
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Two new hydrants were installed as voted by the Town. One on 
Hayden Avenue and the other on Water Street near Kate Walker’s 
house. These hydrants are 6’’ Eddy with two 2 1-2’’ hose connection 
and one Steamer connection. 


Gate Valves 
All gate valves are inspected yearly and repairs made when needed. 


Meters 


Our meters are classified as Domestic, Commercial, Industrial, 
Municipal, State, Federal Government accounts. We also have a 
6’’ meter on bypass between Norway Water District and So. Paris 
Water Company for emergencies. 


Constructions 


During 1948 the District installed over 600’ of 6’’ Cast Iron pipe 
on Hayden Avenue and installed one hydrant. Also took up 830’ of 
4’’ Cast Iron pipe on Pleasant Street from Crescent Street to Hayden 
Avenue and replaced this with 6’ Cast Iron. This program will be 
continued in 1949, starting where we left off and taking up the rest 
of the 4’’ Cast Iron to the hydrant at the corner of Pleasant Street and 
Hutchins Court, and replacing this with 6’’. Cast Iron pipe. 

The District plans this year to install 1000 feet of 6’’ Cast Iron on 
Pleasant Street and continue to the top of the hill in 1950. 

On Pearl Street 212 feet of 1 1-2” galvanized pipe was installed to 
replace the 3-4’ main. 

On Alpine Street 504 feet of 2” galvanized pipe and 147 feet of 1 1-2” 
galvanized pipe was installed to take care of the cement block plant 
on that street. The owner of the plant dug and covered the ditch and 
the District furnished and installed the pipe.

Warrant for 1949 Town: Meeting

To Ralph S. Osgood, a citizen of the Town of Norway, GREETINGS: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby required to 
notify and warn the inhabitants of the said Town of Norway, qual- 
ified to vote in town affairs, to assemble at the Norway Opera 
House in said Norway on Monday, the 7th. day of March next, 
at ten o’clock in the forenoon, then and there to act on the following 
articles, viz: 

Art. 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said meeting. 

Art. 2. To choose a Town Clerk for the ensuing year. 

Art. 3. To see what compensation the Town Clerk shall receive 
for the ensuing year. 

Art. 4. To choose a member of the Board of Selectmen who 
shall also be an assessor and overseer of the poor for three years, 
to succeed Archie G. Goodwin whose term expires. 

Art. 5. To see what compensation the Assessors of the Town 
of Norway shall receive while acting in their capacity as Assessors. 

Art. 6. To choose a member of the Superintending School 
Committee for three years. 

Art. 7. To see what compensation the members of the Super- 
intending School Comittee shall receive for the ensuing year. 

Art. 8. To see if the inhabitants of the town will vote to rescind 
the amendment made at the adjourned Town Meeting May 3rd., 
1948, identified under Article I as Section I (A) reading, ‘‘A Fire 
Chief, 1st. Engineer and 2nd. us shall be elected at each 
annual Town Meeting.”’ 

Art. 9. To see if the inhabitants of the town will vote to accept 
the following By-Law to be known as Article I, Section I (A) and 
subdivisions 1 through 5: 

‘“Article I, Sec. I (A). The inhabitants of the Town of Norway 
shall at the annual town meeting of 1949 choose a Board of three 
Fire Commissioners, one to serve for three years, one for two years 
and one for one year and at each annual town meeting hereafter 
one Fire Commissioner shall be elected to serve for three years. 
The duties of the Board of Fire Commissioners shall be as follows: 

1. To elect annually a Fire Chief and a Ist. and 2nd. Engineer. 

2. To see that the Fire Chief, the 1st. and 2nd. Engineers and 
the entire personnel of the fire department perform their duties 
in an efficient manner. 

3. To remove the Chief, the ist. Engineer and—or the 2nd. Engineer, 
by a majority vote of the Board of Fire Commissioners for physical 
disability or incompetence. 

(a. At least 30 days before such removal a formal statement 
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in the form of a resolution passed by a majority of the Board 
of Fire Commissioners must be issued stating the intention 
to remove said individual or individuals and the reason therefor.) 
(b. Upon passage of such a resolution said individual or ind- 
ividuals shall be automatically suspended from his duties.) 

4. To approve by a majority vote any or all names submitted 

for membership in the Fire Department. 

5. To dismiss any individuals from the Fire Department after 

due cause has been established. 

(a. Any individual or individuals so suspended or removed 
from duty in the Fire Department shall have the right of 
appeal and the right to request a public hearing and the final 
resolution removing any individual or individuals shall not be 
adopted until such public hearing shall be had.) 

Art. 10. To choose one member of the Board of Fire Comm- 
issioners to serve for three years. 

Art. 11. To choose one member of the Board of Fire Comm- 
issioners to serve for two years. 

Art. 12. To choose one member of the Board of Fire Comm- 
issioners to serve for one year. : 

Art. 13. To see if the inhabitants of the town will vote to rescind 
Sec. XV of Article lof the By-Laws of the Town of Norway as 
passed by the adjourned Town Meeting held on May 3rd, 1948, 
which reads, ‘All purchasing of supplies and repairs are to be made 
by the Board of Engineers.’

To see if the inhabitants of the town will authorize 
the Selectmen to sell and dispose of tax titles held by the town on 
such terms as they deem advisable and to execute quitclaim deeds 
for such property. 

To see if the inhabitants of the town will vote to fix 
a date when taxes for the year 1949 shall become payable to the 
Collector. 

Art. 104. To see if the inhabitants of the town will vote to charge 
interest, and at what rate, and to fix a date when interest shall commence 
on all taxes remaining unpaid.

Art. 106. To transact any other business that may lawfully 
come before said meeting.

TOWN OF NORWAY 


January 1, 1949 to December 31, 1949 


An audit has been completed of the financial accounts and 
transactions for the municipal year ended December 31, 1949. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The records maintained by the Assessors were examined in 
order to verify the 1949 tax levy as committed to the Tax Col- 
lector. This examination indicated that the warrant of the 
commitment was in agreement with the assessment records and 
the tax list as committed for collection. Examination of all 
abatements allowed by the Assessors revealed that they carried 
the written approval of a majority of the board. 


All receipts issued for monies received by the Treasurer, 
were checked in detail to the cashbook and to the appropriate 
accounts in the Selectmen’s ledger. A summary of receipts by 
months was compiled and compared with the total monthly 
deposits as shown by the bank statements. This analysis indi- 
cated that all cash, recorded as received, had been promptly de- 
posited in the Norway National Bank. 


Payrolls, invoices and cancelled checks, supporting expen- 
ditures for the month of October, 1949, were examined in detail. 
The Treasurer’s warrants were found to have been approved by 
a majority of the Board of Selectmen and properly recorded in 
the ledger. 


The records of the Town Clerk were examined in regard to 
appropriations and oaths of office of municipal officials. This 
examination revealed that the appropriations made at the an- 
nual town meeting appeared to be legal and that_the oaths of 
office were properly recorded. 
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Requests for verification were mailed to a representative 
number of taxpayers whose accounts were outstanding at the 
year end. If any variations are noted as a result of these veri- 
- fications, the proper municipal officials will be notified. 

Insurance policies in force were examined and listed, the 
detail being made a part of this report. 

During the course of this audit the financial records of the 
Superintendent of Schools were reconciled with the records of 
school accounts as Kept by the Town.

In addition to the unpaid accounts of the 1949 tax levy, there 
remains $163.17 unpaid on prior years’ taxes. The supporting 
detail on unpaid taxes for all years is shown on Schedules A-15 
and A-16. 

Tax liens amounting to $598.62 and tax deeds totaling $935.- 
90 remained unredeemed at the close of the fiscal year. All 
tax liens and tax deeds found on file with the Treasurer were 
examined. 


During the year under review, sewer taxes in the amount 
of $294.49 were assessed. Of this amount $276.62 was collected 
leaving an uncollected balance of $17.87. 
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Transactions effecting the equipment account were checked 
and the cash balance of $1,206.10 was reconciled with the bank 
statement of the Norway National Bank. A statement of the 
operations of this account showing cash receipts and disburse- 
ments is presented on Schedule A-6. 


LIABILITIES 


Accounts payable in the amount of $25.00 are listed on 
Schedule A-7. 


Notes maturing during the 1949 year were paid, $3,655.00 by 
appropriation and $3,000.00 from the equipment account. Notes 
outstanding at December 31, 1949 amounted to $36,200.00. 


The required $3,000.00 was paid by appropriation on bonds 
maturing in 1949. The bonds outstanding at the year end to- 
taled $39,000.00. 


RESERVES 


At the annual town meeting in 1949, $5,000.00 was appro- 
priated to create a School Building and Equipment Fund. As 
this fund was not established as a Capital Reserve Fund it is 
not being carried as such on the balance sheet. At the year end 
the amount appropriated had not been set aside but was part 
of the general cash. 


The unexpended balance of certain operating accounts, car- 
ried forward to the ensuing year, amounted to $18,918.73. This 
amount exceeds the amount brought forward from the previous 
year by $7,163.82. The individual account balances are shown on 
Exhibit D. 


DEFICIT 


As a result of the current year’s operations, the deficit was 
reduced $23,110.67, leaving at December 31, 1949, a deficit of 
$21,018.99 as compared with a deficit of $44,129.66 at the pre- 
vious year’s end. A complete analysis of the change in this ac- 
count is presented on Exhibit C,

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TRUST FUNDS 


The savings accounts, representing the investment of trust 
fund monies, were verified by examination of the bank passbooks. 
It was ascertained that all income had been accounted for and 
credited to the proper funds. All disbursements were examined 
and appeared to be in accordance with the terms of the bequests. 


REVENUE AND EXPENDITURES 


Presented on Exhibit B are the sources of revenue and ex- 
penditures which reflect a net gain from operations of $13,467.04. 
This gain was transferred to the deficit account. 


GENERAL 


The 1949 excise tax receipts, numbers 113 to 1652 and those 
for 1950, numbers 1 to 188 were verified by examination of the 
copies of the receipts which were retained by the Collector. 


The overlay of $1,868.03 was within the limit of 5% of the 
appropriations plus state and county taxes. 


A review of the valuation records indicated the possibility of 
strengthening the descriptions of some of the properties. 


A corporate surety bond covering the Treasurer, Tax Col- 
lector, Assistant Treasurer, Deputy Tax Collector, Superinten- 
dent of Schools and the Treasurer of the Norway Memorial 
Library was found on file. 


An overdraft of $1,496.10 was noted in the dump mainten- 
ance account together with several small overdrafts in certain 
other appropriation accounts. The Attorney General has ren- 
dered the following opinion on overdrafts: 

“The municipal officers are bound by the terms of the 
articles in the warrant calling the meeting providing for the 
expenditure of money. The officers should not spend more 
than the taxpayers appropriated at town meeting, unless 
the statute expressly authorizes an expenditure in excess of 
the appropriation.” 

The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81 of the Revised 
Statutes of 1944, however, relate to expenditures of monies for 
highway purposes and permit overdrafts in cases of emergencies 
to the extent of 15% of the appropriation.

The International Tractor shovel was turned in at a value 
of $1,500.00 on a rental contract for the new 1949 Hough Pay- 
loader. ‘This new shovel tractor was contracted for in June 
of 1949 at a price of $5,100.00 on a rental basis with an option to 
purchase in 1950. 

The $1,500.00 allowed on the old tractor paid the rental for 
the months of July, August and September. Cash payments of 
$500.00 per month were paid in October, November and Decem- 
ber. This left a balance of $2,100.00 which was in final payment 
to be met on January 10th, 1950. No interest was charged on 
this account. 

The new garage, 30’ x 108’ was constructed. Construction 
was concrete blocks on a poured cement foundation, three over- 
head entrance doors, a room partitioned off 30’ x 32’ with over- 
head door to main storage part of garage, metal sash and a wood 
truss A roof covered with galvanized metal roofing. 

Total cost of this garage was $8,441.41. $300.00 of this cost 
was the purchase price of the land from the Whitman Oil Co. 
At the 1949 Town Meeting the $4,910.73 in the Town Owned 
Property account was voted to be used to defray the expense of 
building the garage. The balance of $3,530.68 was paid out of 
the Equipment Account.

Tax Rate 


90% of Maine towns have a tax rate far in excess of towns 
and cities outside the state due to an exceedingly low assessed 
valuation. 

Raising of assessed valuations have been avoided by the 
towns due to the fact that they feel a raise in valuation would 
result in a raise in the net tax assessed by the State. 

The State has definitely assured the towns and cities of the 
State, through their Tax Assessors’ Office, that a material in- 
crease in local valuation will have no effect on the valuation 
placed on that locality by the State. 

Many Maine towns have hired professional real estate ap- 
praisers to re-establish their assessed valuaton resulting in a 
more equitable tax assessment to all real estate owners, a much 
higher assessed valuation and a much lower tax rate. This 
result is especially beneficial in the attracting of new industry, 
the furthering of the building of lake front property and the 
summer resident. 

It would be well for us in our community to consider such 
a project in the near future. 

The rise in our 1949 tax rate is accountable to the adop- 
tion of many services caused by the discontinuance of the Nor- 
way Village Corporation and the furthering of other necessary 
services such as the Fire Department, Street Lights, Sewer, 
Schools, etc. 

It would be well to attend our next annual town meeting 
with the thought that the sum of the appropriations made at that 
meeting is the main determining factor as to the 1950 tax rate. 

Using our present 1949 valuation approximately every ap- 
propriation of $2,335.00 equals $1.00 per thousand on the tax 
rate.

Report of the Superintending 


School Committee 


To the citizens of Norway: 


1 


The school committee approves the following school budget 
for 1950 and hereby makes it a part of this report. 

There are some changes from last year, with more money 
asked for in some accounts and less in others. The physical ed- 
ucation account has been abolished by legislature and absorbed 
into the high school and elementary accounts. Because of the 
large number of South Paris students taking home economics, 
the revenue from their tuition creates a large balance in this 
account and makes the amount asked for this year $1,100 less 
than last year. We are asking for $850 less in agriculture for 
practically the same reason. 

We are asking for $1,950 more in industrial arts because this 
will include a full school year, whereas last year’s appropriation 
was to cover only September to December. 

The amount asked for in the insurance account is, as nearly 
as we can estimate, the amount needed to renew the present in- 
surance policies expiring during the year of 1950. 

The total increase in appropriations asked for this year over 
those asked for last year is $625. This budget is what is needed 
for actual obligations, fixed charges, and, in the case of text- 
books, supplies, and repairs, necessary yearly needs. 

As you all know, the state subsidy in all accounts has. been 
substantially reduced. If this were not the case, we could ask 
for less money this year. 

This budget includes money to paint the exterior of the: 
elementary grade building. We wish to call your attention to 
the fact that it needs painting and recommend that it be done 

We ask you to study the following budget carefully and give 
it your support.

Report of the Superintendent 
of Schools 


To the School Committee and the Citizens of the Town of Nor- 
way: 


I hereby submit the annual report of the superintendent of 
schools for the year ending December 31, 1949. 

As this year closes, we find the nation faced with the greatest 
tax burden of any nation in the world and the State of Maine 
unable to meet its financial obligations to the towns even though 
this money is due them under the laws of the state. This means 
that in order to be able to pay all these taxes (Federal, State, 
and town), these three forms of government must present bud- 
gets for the bare necessities for the coming fiscal year. With the 
high cost of operation, it is the duty of every administrator to 
keep expenditures as low as possible without sacrificing the ser- 
vices demanded of his department. Unfortunately, school ad- 
ministrators are confronted with the problems of larger enroll- 
ments, inadequate housing, increased salaries for competent 
teachers, higher conveyance costs, maintenance costs, and higher 
costs of supplies and textbooks. With these factors in mind, we 
have not planned for any new expenditures. I would like to 
bring to the attention of the townspeople the need of maintain- 
ing the standards of their schools. In order to do this, we must 
maintain the level of appropriations to qualify for the same 
bracket of state subsidy in which we are now placed under the 
McKinnon bill. 

The committee was fortunate in being able to employ all 
certified teachers this year. The salaries paid in Norway are 
much lower than those asked by the graduates of the teachers’ 
colleges and colleges last June. The graduates of the teachers’ 
colleges were receiving $2,000 to $2,200, and college graduates 
with no experience $2,300 to $2,700. We are fortunate to have 
so many fine local teachers. I am pleased with the teaching 
staff this year. The work of the teachers, both in elementary 
and secondary schools, has improved over the previous year. We 
want to improve the schools for the next school year if possible. 
Better teachers make better schools; better schools make better 
citizens; better citizens make better towns in which to live. 
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ENROLLMENT 


Our enrollment is increasing, and many of our classrooms 
are crowded. We need additional space in the upper grades. 
They are using rooms in the attic of the wooden building which 
are not desirable and space in the high school building which is 
needed for high school classes. In a few years the crowded con- 
dition will carry over into our high school. It has been esti- 
mated that the elementary peak enrollment will be reached in 
1957, and that it will be at least 35% more than at. the present 
time; that the high school peak will be reached in 1967, with at 
least 45% more enrolled than now. 


HOUSING 


With the present enrollment of about two hundred pupils, 
all the desks in the high school are in use. It is estimated that 
the enrollment in the high school will be approximately two hun- 
dred thirty-five for the coming school year. Therefore, the need 
for more space and more furniture is apparent. Mr. Rowe ex- 
plains our difficulty in this situation in his report. The state su- 
pervisor for home economics is requiring more space for that 
department. In the elementary school we anticipate having ap- 
proximately the same enrollment as this year. We are not able to 
forecast the enrollment of the sub-primary class accurately, but 
it is safe to say it will be at least seventy. This will mean an in- 
crease of about 2%% for the school year 1950-1951. The year 
1951-1952 will be about the same. From that time on, there will 
be a sharp increase in enrollment. Space is needed. The ques- 
tion has had a great deal of discussion, but to date no definite 
action has been taken. There is at the present time need for at 
-least four additional rooms in the elementary grades. 


REPAIRS 


The Chapel, Swift’s Corner, Norway Lake, Upper Primary, 
and Lower Primary school buildings have been redecorated by 
painting the ceilings and walls. The Tucker Street School had 
a new ceiling installed and painted with two coats of white paint. 
The home economics room’ was painted with two shades of cool 
green paint which improved the light in this room. ‘The type- 
writing and home economics rooms had new fluorescent fixtures 
installed. The windows of the elementary and:high school build- 
ings were re-puttied and the sash drawn. The trim of the-high 
school ‘building was painted. In the grade building, the third 
and fourth grade rooms were redecorated. The west entrance 
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steps were replaced by new concrete steps, and the front steps 
were repaired. The old fire escape on the north side of the grade 
building was replaced by a safe, modern fire escape. This neces- 
sitated the cutting of two new doors with exits to the fire escape 
from both second grade rooms. The old fire escape on the east 
side of the building was repainted. In addition to all this work, 
the janitors sanded down and repaired approximately three hun- 
dred eighty desks and stained and varnished them. 


It is recommended that the classrooms having brick walls 
be redecorated and relighted as was done in the home economics 
room. This recommendation would include the chemistry lab- 
oratory, the agricultural room, and the room which the grades 
use. 


We should have a program for painting the outside of the 
school buildings. The elementary school building needs painting 
badly. The cost of painting this building would be approximately 
$2,000.00 and has been figured in the budget for 1950. 


VOCATIONAL COURSES 


The exchange of courses between Norway and South Paris 
High Schools has in most instances proved to be very satisfactory. 
It has enabled the two towns to offer to the high school pupils 
a broader and richer curriculum. The interest in Norway in in- 
dustrial arts is very encouraging. There are forty-three boys 
from Norway enrolled in this course this year. Next year I 
estimate that there will be from fifty-five to sixty pupils enroll- 
ed in it. The course at South Paris has been recommended by 
Mr. Maurice Varney, of the State Department of Education, as 
one of the better courses and shops in the state. Gorham 
Teachers’ College has approved it as one of the towns where 
student instructors in industrial arts may take their practice 
teaching. We invite those citizens interested to visit the shop 
which is located in the old creamery building at South Paris. 

In agriculture we were very fortunate to have Mr. Jerre 
Hacker added to our high school staff to take the place of Mr. 
Crouse, who resigned to accept a better paying position in Wil- 
ton. Mr. Hacker is a man who has had actual experience for 
many years as a farmer and several years of teaching experience. 
The boys enrolled in this course are taking it seriously. Their 
“summer projects are varied and worthwhile. We are confident 
‘that this course will be expanded under Mr. Hacker’s-able leader- 
ship. ; : 
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The interest in the home economics course has been excel- 
lent. Because of the lack of space in Norway, it has been neces- 
sary for the town to use facilities at South Paris. The instruc- 
tion has been very successful with Mrs. Woodbury at Norway 
and Miss Kinney at South Paris for the first half of the year. 
The second half of the year there will be an exchange of periods 
taught, Mrs. Woodbury being at South Paris and Miss Kinney 
at Norway. This makes for a more interesting and balanced 
course, 


BUDGET AND FINANCE 


The school budget has been very carefully studied, and the 
budget does not provide for any salary increases. I should like to 
recommend that the town consider the appropriation for the 
transportation of the students taking the industrial arts course 
at South Paris. I understand that the South Paris School Com- 
mittee is going to recommend that they make an appropriation 
for those students taking courses at Norway. 

This year there was a decrease in the state subsidies to the 
towns. This loss was approximately $2,700.00. It is anticipated 
that the loss in December, 1950, will be $5,200.00. ‘These losses 
are reflected in the proposed budget. 


CONCLUSION 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the school committee, teachers, 
and citizens for their cooperation and support. Schools reflect 
the type of town in which we live. It is our endeavor to make 
our schools the best ever.

Principal’s Report 


To the Superintendent of Schools and members of the School 
Board: 


I herewith submit, for your consideration, my report of the 
progress of Norway High School for the past year. 

June 16 saw the graduation of forty-two seniors from the 
high school. Of this number six have enrolled in regular college 
work, four in normal training schools, and eight others in busi- 
ness schools or junior colleges in order to further their educa- 
tion. 

The graduation of forty-two seniors left a gap which was 
more than filled with the enrollment of sixty freshmen in the 
fall. So far this year two hundred three have enrolled, and, with 
a few dropping out and transfers entering, the registration 
stands at two hundred. This increase of seventeen over last 
year has filled every home room seat in the building. The addi- 
tion of more seats, which will be necessary in the fall (when 
about sixty enter compared to twenty-nine who will graduate 
this spring) means that all rooms will be over-flowing. Arm- — 
chairs can be used as home room seats with lockers for coat and 
book storage space, but this is not altogether satisfactory. The 
high school really needs use of the room now being occupied by 
the fifth-sixth grade if we are to have room for all classes. 

Five new teachers are carrying on very satisfactorily in the 
school this year. Mr. Verdal Sampson has taken over the math- 
ematics department, Mr. Jerre Hacker the agriculture depart- 
ment, Mr. Edward Woodbrey the science department along with 
coaching duties, Mrs. Helen Winton commercial subjects and 
girls’ athletics, and Miss Madeline Kinney was added to the home 
economics department which includes girls from both Norway 
and South Paris. These teachers, along with the others, are all 
doing their part in handling the extra activities which are neces- 
sary in any school. Although these are called extra-curricular 
duties, they many times take as much work and more time than 
the regular, assigned teaching duties. All activities are function- 
ing as usual, and many students are taking part in the different 
activities. Clubs and activities all show a balance at present. 
Notice the activities and athletic fund accounts at the end of 
this report. 
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Forty-two boys are traveling to Paris each day to take the 
shop course; nineteen freshmen, sixteen sophomores, five jun- 
iors and two seniors. This course will increase by about twenty 
next year as freshmen enter school. I believe that this course is 
filling a need in ‘the Norway schools and is the reason for the 
small percentage of drop-outs this year. I only wish that the 
town would furnish transportation to and from Paris so that the 
boys would not have to assume this burden themselves. 

The high school building is being used many nights during 
the year by P. T. A. groups, farm training students, and night 
school. This means that more and more of the citizens of the 
town are becoming acquainted with the building and its working. 
I believe that this leads to a much better understanding of the 
needs of the school and co-operation between the citizens of the 
town and school people.

Annual Report of Public Health 
Nursing Services 


NORWAY—1949 


Better health for every member of your town should be the 
motto of a health group. An organized Health Council would 
be able to interpret public health measures and methods to the 
entire community and help to make available immunizaton 
against certain communicable diseases to all children. 

Local doctors have examined two hundred and ninety chil- 
dren this year at school. When defects were found the public 
health nurse visited the parents of these children in order to 
interest them in follow-up work with the family doctor, or to at- 
tend a specific clinic to which their doctor referred the child. The 
nurse has visited all schools and had fourteen conferences with 
teachers in regard to health problems of individual children. 

During the year several visits have been made on crippled 
children to evaluate their progress in adjusting to life. 

The public health nurse has made seventeen calls on ex- 
pectant mothers and seventy-nine visits to infants and pre-school 
children for the purpose of assisting mothers with health prob- 
lems and in following their doctor’s orders in regard to diet 
and immunization. 

There were twenty-two visits made to persons having tu- 
berculosis or those coming in contact with the disease to assist 
them in securng adequate treatment to correct the condition. 

I wish to thank the doctors for their help and cooperation at 
all times, the Town Manager, the Selectmen, the Superintendent 
of Schools, the Faculty, Mrs. Brown of the American Red Cross 
and all other people who have given their assistance in helping 
to solve the health problems in this community.

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LIBRARY ACTIVITIES 


This year the library united with the Clara Barton Guild 
and other civic organizations in The Book Fair which was held 
at the Universalist Church. The purpose of the fair was to 
encourage the reading of better books. The Librarian displayed 
the prize winning books from The New York Herald-Tribune’s 
Spring Book Festival and conducted two story telling periods 
during the Fair. 

Book Week was celebrated by a contest sponsored by the 
the Board of Library Trustees for the best essay on “What The 
Library Means To Me’. Prizes of a book were given for the 
best essay in Grades four, five and six, Junior High School, 
Freshman and Sophomore, and Junior and Senior Classes. Mrs.

TOWN OF NORWAY 


January 1, 1950 To December 31, 1950 

An audit has been completed of the books and records of 
the Town of Norway for the year ended December 31, 1950. 

The records maintained by the Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax 
Collector, Assessors, Town Clerk and Treasurer of the Norway 
Memorial Library were audited. The system of internal con- 
trol was reviewed. Accounting records and other supporting 
evidence were examined or tested, by methods and to the ex- 
tent deemed necessary, under the circumstances. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet together 
with the related financial statements fairly present the finan- 
cial position of the Town at December 31, 1950, and the result 
of its operations for the year then ended. 


ASSETS 


CASH IN BANK ($66,622.68) 

‘The cash balance of $66,622.68 at the close of the year 
according to the records of the Treasurer was reconciled as 
follows:

All receipts issued by the Treasurer were checked in de- 
tail to the cashbook and appropriate accounts in the Selectmen’s 
ledger. An analysis of the Treasurer’s receipts and bank de- 
posits was made on a monthly basis. This analysis indicated 
that all cash had been deposited promptly in the Norway Na- 
tional Bank. 

It was determined that expenditures had been made by 
check and were supported by properly authorized warrants. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE ($3,678.99) 


The total of the accounts receivable at the year end was 
$3,678.99. 

All of the items are current accounts and considered to be 
collectible. Requests for verification were mailed on all of 
these accounts, 


TAXES RECEIVABLE ($8,556.31) 


As a result of the examination of the 1950 assessment, com- 
mitment and collection records, it was determined that $50.00 
was due from the Collector. This difference was due to an 
error in. depositing tax collections for the month of November, 
1950. During the course of the audit this amount was deposit- 
ed with the Treasurer. The total 1950 assessment charged to the 
Tax Collector was accounted for as follows:

Requests for verification were mailed to a representative 
number of taxpayers whose accounts were outstanding at the 
year end. If any variations are noted as a result of these ver- 
ifications, the proper municipal officials will be notified. 


TAX LIENS ($1,379.12) 

Tax liens in the amount of $1,584.30 were placed on prop- 
erties to secure unpaid 1949 real estate taxes. Payments re- 
ceived during the year were traced to the credit of the individ- 
ual accounts. All tax liens found on file with the Treasurer 
were examined. At the year end the tax liens outstanding 
totaled $1,379.12. 


TAX DEEDS ($935.50) 

The tax deed account remains the same as the previous 
year. A reserve of approximately 60% on the total outstanding 
tax deeds is carried to provide for possible losses in collection. 


SEWER TAXES RECEIVABLE ($279.46) 


During the year sewer taxes in the amount of $2,015.19 
were assessed. Collections totaling $1,655.47 were received on 
these assessments. Prepaid sewer taxes of $1,032.78 were re- 
ceived. The balance uncollected on the current year’s assess- 
ments amounts to $261.59 and there also remains one 1949 un- 
paid assessment of $17.87. 


SCHOOL BUILDING AND EQUIPMENT FUND ($11,560.53) 

As stated in the last report of audit, $5,000.00 was approp- 
riated at the annual town meeting in 1949, to create a School 
Building and Equipment Fund. At the close of the 1949 mun- 
icipal year, this amount had not been reserved, but was a part 
of the general cash, 
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At the annual meeting in 1950 under Article 33, $5,000.00 
was appropriated to be added to this fund, and under Article 
16, it was voted to include the income now on deposit from the 
Fred W. and Laura A. Sanborn Trust Fund ($1,393.55) to the 
School and Building Fund. These three amounts have been 
deposited in savings accounts. Verifications were made of the 
savings passbooks by physical examination. During the year in- 
terest in the amount of $167.18 was earned and added to the 
fund. The total of the fund at the year end was $11,560.53. 


EQUIPMENT ACCOUNT ($2,704.60) 


All transactions affecting the equipment account were 
checked and the cash balance of $2,704.60 was reconciled with 
the bank statement of the Norway National Bank. A state- 
ment of the operations of this account, including cash receipts 
and disbursements is shown on Schedule A-6.

RESERVE FOR AUTHORIZED EXPENDITURES ($12,140.50) 
The balance of various operating accounts, carried forward 
to the 1951 year for expenditure amounted to $12,140.50. This 
represents a decrease of $6,778.23, as compared with the bal- 
ance at the end of the previous year. This decrease occurred 
principally in the Health, Highway and School Accounts, 
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SURPLUS 
Unappropriated ($69,507.15) 


The unappropriated surplus totaled $69,507.15 at December 
31, 1950, as compared with $54,181.01 at the beginning of the 
year. The beneficial change of $15,326.14 resulted from the 
excess of available funds over expenditures of $14,951.79, Grove 
and Fair Street Sewer assessments $294.27 and an unexpended 
balance of $106.78 in the Nevers Development Sewer Account, 
less the adjustment of $26.70 in the reserve for losses on tax 
liens.

REVENUE AND EXPENDITURES 


EXCESS OF AVAILABLE FUNDS OVER EXPENDITURES ~ 
($14,951.79) 


Presented on Exhibit B is a comparative statement of rev- 
enues and expenditures for the municipal years ended December 
31, 1950, December 31, 1949, and December 31, 1948. For the 
1950 year this excess amounted to $14,951.79 as compared with 
$13,467.04 for the previous year. 
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Revenues reflected an increase of $16,742.99 for the 1950 
municipal year as compared with the 1949 year. The princi- 
pal sources contributing to this increase were the Tax Com- 
mitment ($5,293.15) State of Maine ($4,153.80) and reimburse- 
ments from other municipalities ($4,162.73). The increase in 
the revenues from the State occurred principally in the Town 
Road Improvement Fund, and School Accounts. The increase 
in reimbursements from other municipalities was due to an in- 
crease in school and charity expenditures which are reimburs- 
able. 


Major changes in expenditures were the increase of $6,872.98 
in the Health and Sanitation Accounts due to sewer construc- 
tion, $6,505.51 in the Highway and Bridge accounts, $12,294.45 
in the School Accounts resulting from increased cost of opera- 
tions and $1,884.59 in the unclassified accounts because of the 
increase in abatements. 


Overdrafts were noted in several appropriation accounts, 
the summary of which is shown on Exhibit D. The following 
opinion was rendered by the Department of Attorney General 
on this point. 


“The municipal officers are bound by the terms of the 
articles in the warrant calling the town meeting provid- 
ing for the expenditure of money. The officers should 
not spend more than the taxpayers appropriated at 
town meeting, unless the statute expressly authorizes an 
expenditure in excess of the appropriation.”’ 


The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81, of the Revised 
Statutes of 1944, however, relate to expenditures of monies for 
highway purposes and permit overdrafts in cases of emergen- 
cies to the extent of 15% of the appropriation. 


TRUST FUNDS 
TIME DEPOSITS ($6,426.80) 


The time deposits representing the investments of the Cem- 
etery Perpetual Care Funds, the Library Funds and the un- 
expended income of the Fred W. and Laura A. Sanborn Fund 
were verified by examination of the bank passbooks. It was as- 
certained that all income had been accounted for and credited 
to the proper accounts. 
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GENERAL 


The 1950 excise tax receipts numbered 189 to 1777 and 
those for 1951 numbered 1 to 103 were checked from the copies 
of the receipts retained by the Collector. 

The overlay of $2,321.86 was within the limit of 5% of the 
appropriation plus State and County Taxes. 

A review of the valuation records indicated the desirability 
of strengthening the descriptions of properties. 

Payrolls, invoices and cancelled checks, supporting expend- 
itures for the month of April, 1950 were examined in detail. 
This examination revealed that the school roll of accounts had 
been approved by the School Committee but that the invoices 
were not attached to the rolls of accounts.

That, the State System of Accounting for town owned 
property and equipment should be adopted so that a 
record will be available to show values and other 
pertinent data for municipal capital investments. 

That, a system of competitive bidding should be consid- 
ered when purchases of sizeable quantities and 
amounts are made.

WINTER MAINTENANCE

Poor costs in Norway were higher this year as they were 
in practically all Maine communities.

We are, however, fortunate in that our costs have been 
approximately 50% of the costs of our neighboring Town of 
Paris. 
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FIRE DEPARTMENT 
Due to an unexpended balance in this account and the rising 
price of fire hose there was an additional purchase of 750 feet 
of 2%” double jacket hose. 


FIRE STATION BUILDING 

Because of the use of the hall for beano by the Firemen’s 
Relief Association and the P. T. A. Hot Lunch Program the 
State deemed it necessary to install a fire escape on the back 
end of this building. A contract for the installation was signed 
in 1950 and installation was made the first week in January, 
1951. 

SEWER 
' The Pleasant Street sewer was completed. Approximately 
one-half a mile of pipe was laid. The total cost, including 
$1,733.00 for the replacement of that part of the street dis- 
turbed by the installation of the sewer, was $8,700.40. 

The $1,733.00 highway charge was set in a special account 
and reserved to partially pay the costs of rebuilding Pleasant 
Street in 1951. 

The cost to the Pleasant Street abutters was 95c a front 
foot. 

The Pine Street Extension sewer project was abandoned 
due to insufficient cover over the pipe and at the manholes, 

Were this project to be built it would be necessary to lower 
the old sewer at the point of entry.

Report of the Superintending 


School Committee 


To the citizens of Norway: 


The school committee approves the following school budget 
for 1951 and hereby makes it a part of this report. 

This is a legislative year, and the State Board of Education 
will introduce bills to change the state subsidy laws, If the 
formula presented to the legislature becomes law, the town of 
Norway will have an increase in state subsidy of approximately 
$10,000 according to an estimate released by the State Depart- 
ment of Education. However, it is impossible to use this formula 
in preparing the budget this year. We have based our budget 
on the existing laws. What the legislature will do is very un- 
certain. 

We are asking for $700 more for the industrial arts course 
because of the large enrollment and increased costs of instruc- 
tion. The enrollment in this course is as follows: Norway, 55 
boys; Paris, 43 boys. In the agriculture course it will be neces- 
sary to ask for $500 more than last year. 

There will have to be an increase in school appropriations 
this year due to an increase in costs of operation. A part of 
this increase is because of an increase in salaries. The committee 
voted all teachers an increase of three dollars a week as of Jan- 
uary 1, 1951. This was to compensate in part for the increase 
in the cost of living since June. This increase is comparable to 
that given by local industry. 

The increase in school appropriations is $8,255 more than 
that for 1950, The difference in the 1950 and the 1951 balances 
is $4,964.95, making a net increase of approximately $3,300. 

In repairs, we are asking for $1,500 and would like to use the 
$2,200 in the special repairs account in addition to the $1,500. 
It seems to be the thought of many that this money should be 
used now and a later appropriation made when the town is 


ready to make improvements on the grounds. The committee is . 


of the opinion that no extensive changes in the school yards and 
lawns should be made until the building problem has been defi- 
nitely solved. i

_ Report Of the Superintendent 
Of Schools 


To the School Committee and the Citizens of the Town of Nor- 
way: 


As the fiscal school year closes, the country is in grave dan- 
ger. The president has declared that this country must be put 
on an emergency basis. This means that every man, woman, 
and child must do all they can to assist the country during this 
period of emergency. We shall have many problems confront- 
ing us. This will mean that we should forget our personal in- 
terests and work for the good of our nation. At this time I 
ask citizens, teachers and pupils to assist in every way in the 
defense program of the national government. It will be the 
duty of the teachers to build morale in our youth that we may 
be prepared for the work ahead. Every citizen should safe- 
guard our schools. Schools are public institutions, and, as such, 
they can build for the future and thereby lead the way for other 
nations to enable them to experience the American way of life. 


TEACHERS 


At the close of school in June we had to replace only four 
teachers. These were in the high school with one exception. 
During the fall term we had the resignation of Miss Elsie 
Adams. We were fortunate in replacing her with Mr Raymond 
Ayer, a man who has had many years of experience. I believe 
that these new teachers will continue to maintain our high stan- 
dards. 

The national crisis which confronts us will mean that be- 
fore the close of the school year we shall probably lose some of 
our men.teachers. Every effort will be made to maintain our 
high standards in their replacement. 

I would like to impress upon the citizens that the teacher 
- shortage, especially in the elementary field, is still serious—par- 
ticularly in the smaller communities. The town of Norway is 
unable to employ four-year graduates from our teacher colleges 
because of salaries asked by these graduates. We are fortunate 
in having so many women in the local area who have returned 
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to teaching. Every teacher employed is certified, and many of 
them have taken extension courses to improve themselves in 
their teaching. Many towns have already given their teachers 
raises. I feel that this is mandatory if we are to keep our 
teachers. The cost of living has increased since last June when 
the present contracts were given out. Some adjustment in sal- 
aries covering our present contracts should be made, and this 
should be retroactive to January 1. The budget for 1951 will 
include such cost-of-living increments. I wish at this time to 
thank the teachers for their fine cooperation with me in my 
work as superintendent of schools. 


ENROLLMENT AND ATTENDANCE 

The enrollment in the high school has increased this year 
about fourteen percent. This is due in part to an increase in 
the tuition pupils in the high school. The enrollment in the 
grades is slightly lower than last year. The reason for this 
decrease in the enrollment is that the subprimary grade is low- 
er that last year’s grade. The enrollment in the other grades 
holds about constant with that of the previous year. We an- 
ticipate an increase of from forty to fifty percent in the sub- 
primary grade for the fall of 1951. 

The average attendance for the year has been good. School 
attendance statistics will be found in a table in this report. 
School attendance is compulsory by law. The only excuse for 
school absence is sickness of the -pupil. If this is chronic, it 
will be necessary to furnish a written statement from the family 
physician stating that the child is unable to attend school. ~ 


REPAIRS 

This year we have made many needed repairs at the follow- 
ing schools: the Chapel School, Norway Lake School, and the 
grammar school were painted on the outside, the weathered 
surfaces were retouched, and the entire surface was given a coat 
of paint. Two rooms and the upper hallway in the grammar 
school were redecorated. 

The Upper Primary had a small shed built to replace the 
one lost by fire early last winter, and a wire fence was built 
along the rear line of this lot. New water service and toilets 
were installed. 

The Lower Primary had a chimney topped out and a fence 
built along the rear and side of this lot to keep the small child- 
ren out of the poison ivy which grows along the bank of the 
swamp at the rear of the lot. New toilets were also installed. 
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This year it will be necessary to replace the old toilets at 
Tucker Street. The toilets in the village primary schools have 
for years been unsanitary. The fixtures were installed many 
years ago and were not of the type for small children to use. In 
fact they did not meet the requirements of the sanitary regu- 
lations. 

The severe storm of Thanksgiving weekend severely dam- 
aged the roof of the gymnasium on the side facing the high 
school building. The school committee ordered this to be re- 
placed at once to protect the building from water. As the re- 
pair account ‘had not sufficient funds to pay for it, the cost of 
this will have to come out of the 1951 appropriation. 

It is impossible for the physical education instructor to get 
the girls’ gym classes to take showers. The reason is that the old 
showers do not have a sufficient supply of hot water and that the 
showers are gang showers which are not suitable for girls to 
use. For the best health of the children, it is necessary that 
each girl take a shower after each gym class. I recommend 
that the town equip the girls’ locker rooms with an electric 
hot water heater and rebuild the showers in order that the girls 
may have individual showers. 

If we are to meet the requirements for a home economics 
laboratory as required by the director of home economics of 
the state, it will be necessary for the town to remodel the pres- 
ent home economics laboratory. 


INDUSTRIAL ARTS 

In this account, we are asking for $700 more than was 
raised last year. The reason for this is that we did not have 
enough money in this account this year. Some of the tuition 
receipts were used to make up the deficit. It is difficult to 
estimate the number of pupils who will want to take this course 
each year, but it is a popular course. This year fifty-five of our 
boys are enrolled in it. It seems expensive, but the cost of 
building and equipping a room in which we could offier an in- 
dustrial arts course would be more expensive. 


CONCLUSION 
In conclusion, I would like to thank the school committee, 
-the town officials, and the teachers for their cooperation during 
the past year.

Principals Report 


To the Superintendent of Schools and members of the School 
Board: 


I herewith submit, for your consideration, my report of the 
progress of Norway High School for the past year. 

June 15 last saw twenty-nine Seniors receive their diplomas a as 
graduates of Norway High School. Nine of this group. have 
entered college, one entered teachers’ college, and three entered 
business schools. Others have entered the armed services or plan 
to at present. This number entering schools of higher education 
speaks well for the education they are receiving in Norway High 
School. - 

The large enrollment this fall was divided as follows: 77 
Freshmen, 53 Sophomores, 59 Juniors, and 41 Seniors. A few 
transfers and drop-outs have left the enrollment as of January 
2 at 219. The seating capacity of the school was stretched in 
the fall, and at the present time every student has a seat ina 
home room. ‘The fact that many boys are in attendance at 
Paris part of the day and others are in gym classes makes it 
possible to arrange a schedule so that very few are studying in 
the rear of classrooms. With 39 graduating and over 60 expected 
in the fall as Freshmen, the situation will be very difficult to 
handle. During the day there are no vacant rooms or chances 
in the schedule to hold orchestra, glee club or band rehearsals; 
even the teachers’ room is used for classes some periods. 

Fifty-one students are traveling to Paris for the Industrial 
Arts course: 17 Freshmen, 13 Sophomores, 15 Juniors, and 6 
Seniors. There were 55 during the fall term. With 6 Seniors 
graduating from the course and about 20 Freshmen expected to 
elect the course in the fall, student accommodations will have 
to be solved between the two schools. 

The five courses—-College, Agriculture, Commercial, Home 
Economics, and Industrial Arts—are, I believe, well filling the 
needs of the community and its surroundings for a high school 
education. The records made by the graduates in college and 
business schools, as well as industry, prove this point. 

Unrest is again taking hold of the entire school, especially the 
upper two classes, for the outlook is all towards military train- 
ing. The boys cannot plan for the future as they expect to go 
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in the army. This makes the study problem fairly acute. This 
restlessness shows in the entire school and its activities, but I 
believe the faculty is doing an excellent job under these adverse 
world conditions, 

Four new teachers are doing a very satisfactory job in their 
regular teaching as well as outside activities. Miss Anne 
Howard, a graduate of Nasson College, is handling Home Eco- 
nomics; Miss Maxine Hammer, a graduate of Bates College, 
French and English; Mr. Harlan Smith, University of Maine, 
Science, Physical Education, and Football Coach; Mr. Raymond 
Ayer, Bates College, replaced Miss Adams in November in teach- 
ing Latin and English. All teachers have some co-curricular 
activity to handle along with their teaching assignments, and 
the different activities and clubs are functioning as usual. 

All clubs and activities showed a balance at the close of 
school in the spring although the Athletic Account is slowly 
dropping as the cost of supplies continually climbs along with the 
expense of running the games. We are nevertheless trying to 
maintain all activities this year although the question of losing 
much money in baseball will have to be taken up in the spring.

Annual Report of Public Health 


Nursing Services 


NORWAY—1950 


Despite the growing fund of medical knowledge and skill, 
too much preventable illness still continues, too many physical 
and mental defects go undetected. and untreated. There is a 
continuing need for community health education and participa- 
tion in all phases of public health work, 

. All schools were visited and conferences were held with most 
of the teachers in regard to health problems of individual chil- 
dren. Physical examinations were done on 420 pupils in the 
elementary and district schools. The audiometer test of hear- 
ing was done on all pupils from fourth grade through high school. 

Parents of several children who are registered with Crippled 
Children’s Clinic were visited to urge attendance to clinics and 
to observe their progress in recovering from limiting conditions. 

The public health nurse also visited parents to interpret to 
them suggestions about correction of physical defects. In these 
home visits physicians’ instructions were explained to. expectant 
mothers, also the care of infants. The nurse made family visits 
where X-rays to detect possible cases of active tuberculosis, or 
interpretation of medical care in communicable diseases were 
needed. 

At this time your nurse wishes to express her appreciation to 
all, the Physicians, Town Manager, the Selectmen, Superinten- 
dent of Schools and teachers, who have assisted in promoting a 
better community health program in Norway.

LIBRARY ACTIVITIES 


Due to unforeseen causes, Book Week Activities were some- 
what curtailed.

The State has conducted a program in 
Norway during the year. Many places 
have been inspected and many hazards 
both fire and structural have been 
cleaned up. There are plenty of places 
that still need attention. 

NOTE: The town would do well by 
appropriating some money for in- 
spections. 

The average pay per fireman for the 
year 1950 was $16.455. 

Our fire losses for the year 1950 have 
been a little under $7500. Practically 
all alarms have been received in time 
to get on the job before the fire had 
gained headway that meant a serious 
loss. 
You will notice after reading your re- 
port that we have had less fires in 1950 
than in the years past. It is my belief 
that we have profited in a large de- 
gree by some of our inspections. 
Recommend the purchase and installa- 
tion of one fire alarm box, serial 12 
non-interfering type. This box to re- 
place box 72 corner of Pleasant Street 
and Hutchins Court and relocate Box 
72 on Lower Main Street near the 
Frank Mayberry place or a place to be 
decided upon near that location. 
Recommend the purchase of a hy- 
draulic-coupling outfit. This would 
save expense of travelling to and from 
Lewiston several times a year. Au- 
burn and Lewiston have been very 
generous over a period of years and 
have made no charge.

TOWN OF NORWAY 


January 1, 1951 to December 31, 1951 


An audit has been completed of the books and records of 
the Town of Norway for the fiscal year ended December . 31, 
1951. The audit included an examination of the records main- 
tained by the Town Manager, Assessors, Treasurer, Tax Col- 
lector and Town Clerk, 


The result of the audit indicates that the following sug- 
gestions appear worthy of consideration by the Town Officials: 
All unexpended balances carried forward from year to year, 
except those expressly designated by law as carrying bal- 
ances should be reappropriated by vote at town meeting. 
Licenses and permits issued by the Town Clerk should be 
numbered at time of printing. 
The State System of Accounting for Town owned property 
and equipment should be adopted, so that a record will be 
available to show values and other pertinent data for muni- 
cipal capital investments. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash transactions 
as well as an analysis of revenues and expenditures. The re- 
sult of the year’s operations showed that available funds ex- 
ceeded expenditures by $436.90. However, overdrafts were noted 
in various appropriation accounts, more particularly in the high- 
ways and bridges and winter maintenance accounts, totaling 
$4,681.22 and $4,946.70 respectively, Unexpended and overdraft 
balances are summarized as follows: 

Unexpended Balances $13,086 34 

Overdrafts ; 12,649 44 


Net Unexpended Balances ~$ 436 90 
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The Department of Attorney General has advised that over- 
drafts are not permitted by statute, except in certain instances 
where emergencies arise in highway activities and then only to 
the extent of 15% of the highway appropriation. 


In accordance with the result of the vote on Article 18, at 
the annual meeting on March 5, 1951, $52,000.00 of the Town’s 
unappropriated surplus was transferred to an account known as 
the Norway Debt Retirement Fund. The Article, as voted upon, 
designated that the fund be transferred to a “special bank ac- 
count” known as the ‘Norway Debt Retirement Fund.” Asa 
result of the audit it was ascertained that the actual transfer 
of cash was not made during the year under review. On Jan- 
uary 16, 1952, however, the records indicated that $38,746.50 of 
the general fund cash was deposited in a special bank account. 
This amount is sufficient to redeem the high school bonds as 
they mature and pay the interest charges. 


At a special town meeting held March 26, 1951, authoriza- 
tion was given for the issuance of notes not exceeding $30,000.00 
and a transfer of funds, not in the excess of $15,000.00, from the 
unappropriated surplus account for the construction and equip- 
ping additional classrooms to the present Norway High School 
building. It was ascertained that serial notes totaling $30,000.00 
and maturing $10,000.00 annually in 1952, 1953 and 1954 were 
negotiated and that $7,243.36 was transferred from the surplus 
account. These funds together with the 1951 appropriation of 
$10,000.00, the School Construction and Equipment Fund amount- 
ing to $11,714.05 and the reimbursement by the State of $934.47 
for one-half the cost of plans made a total of $59,891.88 available 
all of which was expended during the current year. 


The Town entered into a contract on March 12, 1951, with ~ 
the Magee Hale Park-O-Meter Company for the installation of 
parking meters. Payments made on the contract, which requires 
one-half the meter revenue to be paid, totaled $2,675.78, for the 
year. At December 31, 1951 the contract payable amounted to 
$11,179.22. 


A comparative statement of revenues and expenditures, 
(Exhibit 'B), disclosed that for the 1951 year, revenues exceed- 
ed those of the previous year by $26,994.75. Expenditures for 
the same period increased by $78,459.49. The factors contribut- 
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ing to these differences were reviewed with no exceptions noted. 
Following is a summary of the differences as compared with 


those of the 1950 year:

At the year end the unappropriated surplus amounted to 


$12,011.85 or a net reduction of $57,495.30 as compared with the 
preceding year. The decrease was occasioned principally by the 
authorized transfers of $52,500.00 to the Debt Retirement Fund 
and $7,243.36 for School Construction and Equipment. Credits 
to the surplus account included the excess of available funds 
over expenditures of $436.90, sewer assessments totaling $597.22 
and the net’ adjustment of. $1,733.00 to; vba prior.years’ depart- 
mental balances brought forward, . 
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At the annual town meeting the Selectmen were instructed 
to sell the Addie Stevens property, which had previously been 
deeded to the Town.. It was ascertained that the sale was made 
and that $3,500.00 was realized therefrom. 


The examination included verification of accounts receivable, 
tax and tax lien accounts. The examination further included a 
review of insurance policies and surety bonds of the Town Offi- 
cials, A corporate surety bond was furnished by the Maine 
Bonding and Casualty Company and covered the following offi 
cials: 


Tax Collector and Treasurer $20,000.00 
Assistant Treasurer and Deputy Tax Collector $ 5,000.00 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertain- 
ing to the financial status of the Town. Audit procedures were 
followed to the extent deemed necessary to develop these state- 
ments. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and sup- 
porting statements fairly present the financial position of the 
Town at December 31, 1951, and the result of its operations for 
the year then ended.

Culminating several years’ study and observation of the 
community’s school housing situation, the inhabitants of the 
Town of Norway voted in its regular and special Town Meet- 
ings of March 1951: 


To accept the report of a previous Building Committee. 
To build and equip a four-classroom addition to the 
present high school building, 

To make funds available to the extent of approximately 

_ $66,700.00. . 

To designate as a Building Committee the three mem- 
bers of the Superintending School Committee, one mem- 
ber of the expiring Building Committee, and one member 
of the Board of Selectmen; they are, respectivly, Mrs. 
Graham Bachelder, Robert W. Goodwin, Elliot S. Cum- 
mings, J. Walter Haslem and Joseph Schiavi. 


This committee proceeded without delay to engage an 
architect to work out acceptable plans, and it invited all local 
and some out-of-town construction firms to submit competitive, 
sealed bids for this construction. 


The most attractive bid was submitted by Philip D. Wight, 
Contractor. He was awarded the contract on May 28, 1951, 
and he proceeded forthwith. 


Construction progressed as rapidly as could reasonably 
be expected and these rooms were put in use Dec. 6, 1951. The 
citizens were invited to inspect the completed annex during the 
afternoon and evening of Dec. 10, at an informal open house. 


It is the unanimous opinion of the Committee that the 
engineering and design of this addition has been well-conceived 
and the contract carried out in a thoroughly workmanlike man- 
ner without avoidable delay. 

The general design and architecture was carried out to 
blend gracefully with the parent building as near as seemed 
practicable. The interiors are well lighted, heated and vent- 
ilated. Incorporated in them are features either mandatory or 
recommended by the State Department of Education, and they 
have approved the project. 
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The citizens may feel proud of their new addition and may 
feel that they have received as good value for the expenditures 


as can be expected at today’s prices. 


There remains the opportunity of further expansion in fu- 
ture years at the opposite end of the parent building, as origin- 


ally provided. 


The committee wishes to express its sincere appreciation of 
the fine cooperation of all those that have contributed to the 


project.

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Report of the 
Superintending School Committee 


To the Citizens of Norway: 


The school committee approves the following budget for 
1952 and hereby makes it a part of its report. 


At the last session of the legislature the school subsidy laws 
were changed. One formula replaces the several subsidy laws. 
The state subsidy for the year ending December 31, 1951, was 
based on the old laws. The subsidy of next December will be 
based on the new law. 


The new subsidy is simple in operation. It is as follows: 
The state valuation of the town is divided by the number of 
pupils resident of the town as of April 1. The quotient is the 
amount of the value of taxable property for each child in the 
town. The towns of Maine are divided into nine classes ac- 
cording to the amount of property value behind each child. 
Class one includes those towns which have a property value 
up to $1500 per pupil and runs up to $7501 per pupil for class 
nine towns. 


The percentage of state support of educational operating 
expenditures varies from 65 percent for class one towns to 25 
percent of the first $20,000 and 14 percent for the balance for 
class nine towns. The determination of the total operational 
expenditures includes all expenses except permanent equip- 
ment and repairs. 


The town of Norway is in class four, which means that the 
town will receive 35 percent of the total school costs except 
permanent equipment and repair expenses. The amount Nor- 
way will receive in December, 1952, will be approximately 
$1600.00 more than the amount received in 1951. 


The town is faced with a problem in the industrial arts 
course. The committee received definite notice that the town 
of Paris will be unable to provide instruction in this subject 
after June. The committee has had the State Department of 
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Education officials here for a conference and a discussion of the 
requirements for building and equipment. The committee has 
visited and taken notes on buildings at Windham High School, 
Pennell Institute at Gray, and Maine Central Institute at Pitts- 
field. At the writing of this report, the committee has nothing 
definite to recommend other than that the course should be 
continued. 

The increase in school appropriations is $1,526.67. The in- 
creases reflect the salary increases necessary to meet the com- 
petition of other towns for experienced teachers. 

The committee wishes to express its appreciation for the 
four-room addition to the high school. It is modern in every 
way. The teachers and children appreciate the town’s efforts 
. to provide these rooms.

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Report of the 
Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and the Citizens of the Town of 
Norway: 


At the close of the calendar year we find that conditions in 
this country are not as good as they were a year ago. The 
federal government has increased its expenditures, income taxes 
have increased, and the state has imposed a sales tax to help 
meet its increased expenses. These factors are reflected in the 
cost of living which, in turn, are reflected in increased costs 
for schools. I realize that school costs have increased each 
year, but if we continue to give the services that the people wish 
us to give, it is impossible to keep the costs down. The buying 
power of the dollar is steadily decreasing. ‘Therefore it will 
be necessary to ask for more money this year if we are to main- 
tain our present standards. There is no alternative. Schools 
are the strength of our nation—the very foundation of our dem- 
ocracy—and good schools are necessary for our children in 
order that they may perpetuate our American way of life. 

TEACHERS 

We were very fortunate this year in that we had only two 
resignations. To replace these two and to add to the two new 
positions necessary, we hired four new teachers from Gorham 
Teachers’ College. These teachers are four-year graduates 
and are an excellent addition to our elementary teaching staff. 
The graduating classes of our teacher training institutions are 
not large enough to fill existing vacancies in the state. The 
higher salaries paid to these graduates should interest more 
of our young men and women to attend these teacher colleges. 
The town should be grateful to those women who have returned 
to teaching. Without them we would be unable to fill the 
teaching positions. These older teachers in most cases have 
improved their methods by taking extension courses. 

The school committee has made a study of the salaries of 
the teachers and believe that for the best interest of the town 
the salaries should be increased. Thus the budget for 1952 will 
show this increase. I wish to thank the teachers for their 
fine cooperation with me in the administration of the schools. 


ENROLLMENT AND ATTENDANCE 
The enrollment of the high school has increased some over 
five percent. Of this total enrollment in the high school there 
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are 64 tuition pupils (exclusive of the Paris pupils) as follows: 
Oxford 10, Waterford 29, Harrison 2, Otisfield 18, Stoneham 2, 
Hebron 2, and Pownall. This represents 30 percent of the total 
enrollment. The elementary enrollment is 13 less than last 
year—a decrease of approximately 2 percent. The attendance 
for the year is approximately the same as last year. School at- 
tendance statistics will be found in a table in this report. School 
attendance is compulsory by law. The services of the attendance 
officer have not been required as often this year as for the past 
few years. 
REPAIRS 

The major repairs made this year have been as follows: 
new toilets in the Middle Primary School, re-wiring the primary 
circuits feeding the gymnasium and the grade building, new 
steps at the rear exit of the gymnasium, remodeling the home 
economics room, and asphalt shingles placed on the high school 
side of the gymnasium. The girls’ locker rooms need to be re- 
modeled and adequate shower facilities provided, but there were 
not sufficient funds in the account to do it this year. 


INDUSTRIAL ARTS 

The industrial arts course, since its introduction into the 
curriculum four years ago, has been very well accepted by the 
student body. The total enrollment of pupils is Norway 52, 
Paris 46. Of the 52 pupils enrolled from Norway. 15 are tuition 
pupils from outside towns. 

The classes have become too large for the shop in South 
Paris. It was decided at a joint meeting of the Norway and 
Paris school committees that Paris would be unable to continue 
instruction in industrial arts to Norway pupils. 

The future of this course is as yet undecided. It would be 
most unwise to discontinue it and deprive so many boys of 
completing their course. The large enrollment is evidence 
of its popularity. It is up to you as voters to decide what shall 
be done. I ask only that you consider carefully before making 
your decision. 

CONCLUSION 

I want to thank the members of the school committee, the 
teachers, and all those who have helped toward making the 
past year educationally successful.

To the Superintendent of Schools and Members of the School 
Committee: 


I herewith submit, for your consideration, my report of 
the progress of Norway High School for the past year. 

A class of 38 seniors received their diplomas June 14, 1951. 
A class of 70 freshmen entered September 5. Some dropped 
out and others transferred during the summer, making the fall 
enrollment 233. January 1, 1952, the enrollment stands at 220. 
There are 65 freshmen, 65 sophomores, 40 juniors, 50 seniors. 

The gaining of the use of one more large room has been a 
great help in relieving the crowded condition of the building. 

The five courses (college, agriculture, business, home ec- 
onomics, and industrial arts) are well attended. I believe the 
proportion in each course is satisfactory. If the industrial arts 
course is discontinued next year, it is going to entail a problem 
for the other courses and might cause an extra large enrollment 
in the agriculture and business courses. It is hoped that the 
industrial arts course can be retained for the next year or re- 
activated within a very short time. 

The fact that the teaching staff was completely retained 
this last fall has been a great help in running the school. The 
“know-how” from experience shows itself in the regular teach- 
ing duties and carrying on of other activities. Interest and en- 
thusiasm are displayed by the faculty members in their work 
and all school activities. 

The number of pupils who take part in the activities of 
the school such as boys’ and girls’ athletics, glee club, orchestra, 
and other clubs speaks well for their interest in their work 
and school. | 

- Of last year’s graduating class of 38 there are 15 attending 
‘schools of higher learning. This is an excellent record. Five 
are in the service of their country, and the fact that they hold 
a high school diploma has enabled them to attend schools after 
basic training. The other graduates are all working, either 
in Norway or surrounding towns. 

The attached financial report shows the condition of all 
funds as of July 1, 1951. Class funds are held by their respective 
treasurers under the supervision of the class adviser, so they do 
not show in this report. Fairly heavy expenditures for football 
last fall were taken care of by the gate receipts and a proportion 
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of the activities association money. Because of this the athletic 
account is slightly ahead of the July 1 report. A payment of

NORWAY—1951 

One of the most important methods of securing and main- 
taining optimum health for a community is through the pro- 
tection of its children. If protection of health is started for the 
young child, and he is taught the significance of it in his school 
program we can hope it will help to develop a more healthy 
adult population in your community, 

Local doctors examined three hundred and _ thirty-eight 
children in the elementary schools. When defects were found 
the public health nurse visited some parents to interest them in 
follow-up work by the family physician. The nurse has visited 
all schools for conferences with the teachers. Audiometer tests 
were made on two hundred and ninety students and where 
hearing defects were discovered some conferences were arrang- 
ed for with parents. 

Your public health nurse wishes to express her appreciation 
to all, the Physicians, Town Manager, the Selectmen, Superin- 
tendent of Schools and Teachers, who have assisted in promoting 
a better community health program in Norway.

The equipment has been kept up and 
and in as good condition as when last 
reported. Engine No. 1 still needs a 
new 500 G. P, M. pump. During the 
year a new Smoke Ejector has been 
added. The Norway Fireman’s Relief 
Ass’n has purchased a new Emerson 
Resuscitator, for use in this commun- 
ity at an expense of about $600.00. 
This is a fine gesture of the Associa- 
tion and will give years of service 
with good care. 


About 400 feet of fire alarm wire has 
been run, and approximately $40.00 
was spent to clear trees, limbs, and 
other obstacles from the alarm wires. 
Beal Street Pumper Site was dredged 
out at a comparable small expense, 
near shoe factory. 


We are cooperating with the State 
Insurance Commissioner’s office, and 
many inspections have been made. 
Each year we are making some head 
way in removing fire hazards. A 
little money raised for this purpose 
would be wisely spent. ; 


One fireman was injured at the Sno- 
Craft fire, and was out of work sev- 
eral weeks, and one fireman was over- 
come by smoke at the same fire. 


Our 1951 fire losses have been much 
higher than since our ’47 fires. This 
has been due to the fact that many 
fires were delayed alarms. Several of 
the rural fires have been out of con- 
trol on arrival of Department. The. 
Town Shed and the Paine fire were 
the two heaviest losses. 


The average pay for Fireman was 
$32.34. 
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Suggestion We would suggest that the citizens 
cooperate with the Fire Department a 
little more in respect to fire alarms. 
We have had all together too many 
delayed alarms the past year. Several 
fires have been out of control on ar- 
rival of equipment. When fire occurs, 
call the fire department at once, it 
will save serious losses in life and pro- 
perty.

Report of Director of Civil Defense 
and Public Safety 


This department was set up along the same general lines 
as other organizations throughout the country with emphasis 
on the sub-sections pertinent to the local situation. Civil Defense 
Headquarters office is located on the third floor of the Norway 
Opera House. Organization is as follows:

Roland H. Haggett (Wardens and Plant Protection) 

Guy E. Rowe (Radiological, Chemical, Bomb and Special

Carl Sandstrom (Chief of Police Services) 

Leon W. Abbot (Assistant Chief of Police Services) 
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Elliott S. Cummings (Public Utilities, Engineering and Res- 

cue) 

Robert W. Goodwin (Administration, Supply and Records) 

Marthon G. Tolman (Training, Public Information) 

Robert B. Dow (Legal Officer) 

Harry Twitchell (Housing and Feeding, Transportation and 

Evacuation) 

Communications, well organized according to our means and 
local situation. Active participation in several] tests was very 
satisfactory. No equipment purchased as full use of privately 
owned “ham” radios would be made in case of an emergency. 
Also, some of the local CAP equipment would be placed at our 
disposal. 

Medical and Health Services, organized but no training ac- 
complished. A first aid training program is to be set up Shortly. 
Equipment purchased includes four army-type stretchers and 
three well equipped portable first aid kits. 

Wardens have not been appointed, pending procurement of 
street maps. Plant Protection plans have been set up in nearly 
all local factories. 

Police Services, well organized and approximately twenty 
men partially trained as auxiliary policemen. Training, con- 
sists of a series of talks and training films, was conducted by 
the State Police. Demonstrative talks were given by Roy Hil- 
genhurst of Hartford, Maine, a retired police officer, currently 
serving on the Oxford County Civil Defense Staff. All members 
have done considerable target shooting with pistols, both on an 
outdoor range and at the indoor range at the Norway Armory, 

lans for further training with weapons and in _ other 
police duties have been formulated. Equipment purchased in- 
cludes two target pistols (22 cal. automatic) and 10,000 rounds 
of ammunition, approximately half of which has been used in 
training, to date. Fifty steel helmets, painted and appropriately 
stencilled, are for use of police, wardens and first aid personnel. 
Items for maintenance of equipment, target practice, etc., have 
also been purchased, 

Departments not mentioned in detail are organized, partially 
staffed and functioning satisfactorily according to local situation. 

Free movies on subjects closely allied to Civil Defense have 
been shown to the public and more will be given as often as 
they are available to the organization.

Plant Pathological Inspector’s 
Report 


Mr. Archie A. Stevens, Town Manager, 
Norway, Maine 
Dear Mr. Stevens: 

I wish to report to you and the people of Norway the pro- 
gress made on White Pine Blister Rust Control during 1951 in 
your town, 

We systematically covered 3692 acres of land to protect 
1197 acres of white pine of all ages. We found and destroyed 
7017 wild currant and gooseberry plants and eighteen cultivated 
currants on this area. The work was all west of Pennessee- 
wassee Lake and leaves a very considerable part of the town 
needing attention to control this disease. I find the area of 
white pine in the western part of Norway reduced somewhat 
by heavy cutting in the last ten years. We worked many acres 
of these cuttings through where young pine is growing again. 
Such areas take a lot of time and cost a lot, but must be care- 
fully covered if we are to control white pine blister rust. 

‘The cost of this work is divided as follows: Town of Nor- 
way wages, $495.20; State of Maine wages, $239.00; Federal 
Government wages $420.00, and transportation $75.12. 

Most of the labor used was from Norway and Paris and 
these young men did very good work and are to be commended. 

I recommend that very serious consideration be given to 
continuing this work until Norway as a town has the disease 
under control, for you have large areas of young pine grow- 
ing which are susceptible to infection. Much of this area not 
worked this year has the alternate host plants very near this 
young pine. 

I sincerely appreciate the cooperation we received from your 
office and throughout the town.

ALL TAXPAYERS SHOULD READ THE FOLLOWING 
REQUIREMENTS AND COMPLY WITH THEM: 


“Sec. 35, Ch. 81, Revised Statutes of Maine 1944. Assessors 
to give notice to bring in lists of taxable property; if no lists are 
brought in, no claim for abatement. R.S. c. 13, sec. 70, 1933, c. 
180. Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give sea- 
sonable notice in writing to the inhabitants by posting notifica- 
tions in some public place in the town, or shall notify them, in 
such.other way as the town directs, to make and bring in to 
them true and perfect lists of their polls and all their estates 
real and personal, not by law exempt from taxation, of which 
they were possessed on the ist day of April of the same year. 
If any resident owner after such notice, or any non-resident 
owner after being reasonably requested thereto by the assessors, 
does not bring in such list, he is thereby barred of his right to 
make application to the assessors or the county commissioners 
for any abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such list with 
his application and satisfies them that he was unable to offer 
it at the time appointed. The request upon non-resident owners 
may be proved by a notice sent by mail directed to the last 
known address of the taxpayer or given by any other method 
that brings notice home to the taxpayer.” 


Attention Veterans 


CHAPTER 160 
AN ACT RELATING TO REQUEST FOR 
TAX EXEMPTION 


R. S., c. 81, {1 6, sub-1 X, amended. Subsection X of section 
6 of chapter 81 of the revised statutes, as amended by chapter 29 
of the public laws of 1947, is hereby further amended to read 
as follows: 

“xX. The polls and the estates of persons who by reason of 
age, infirmity or poverty are in the judgement of the assessors un- 
able to contribute toward the public charges; the polls of all sol- 
diers and sailors who served. in the army or navy of the United 
States in the war of 1861-1865 and were honorably discharged 
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or honorably separated from such service; the polls of all sol- 
diers, sailors and marines who receive state pension; the polls | 
of all soldiers, sailors and marines who served in the Indian 
wars; the polls of all soldiers, sailors and marines who served 
in the war with Spain; the polls of all soldiers, sailors and ma- 
rines who served in the Philippine Insurrection; the polls of all 
disabled veterans of World Wars I and II, namely, soldiers, sail- 
ors and marines who are receiving pension or retirement pay or 
compensation or vocational training from the United States 
government on account of disability incurred in or aggravated 
by service in World Wars I and II; and the estates, to the value 
of $3,500 of all male or female veterans who have served in the - 
armed forces of the United States during any federally recog- 
nized war period and, who were honorably discharged, or honor- 
ably separated from such service and retired to the reserve, who 
shall have reached the age of 62 years, or are receiving a pension, 
retirement pay or compensation from the United States govern- 
ment for total disability, or the unremarried widow of any vet- 
eran who is herself receiving a pension from the United States 
government, or whose husband died after reaching the age of 
62 years, or whose husband was during his lifetime receiving, or 
was awarded after death, a pension, retirement pay or com- 
pensation from the United States government for total disability, 
or the minor children of any veteran who shall be receiving a 
pension from the United States government, and of all persons 
determined to be blind within the definition provided by sections 
275 to 293, inclusive of chapter 22 who are receiving aid under 
the provisions of said sections; and in case any person entitled to 
such exemption has property taxable in more than one gity or 
town of the state, such proportion of such total exemption shall 
be made in each city or town, as the value of the property tax- 
able in such city or town bears to the value of the whole of the 
property of such person taxable in the state; provided, however, 
that no exemption shall be allowed hereunder in favor of any 
person who is not a legal resident of this state; and provided 
further, that any male or female veteran, or blind person, or 
widow, or minor child of such male veteran or blind person, who 
desires to secure the aforesaid exemPtion shall, on or before the 
1st day of April, notify in writing the assessors of the city, town 
or plantation in which he or she resides, and furnish proof of 
entitlement, and thereafter said assessors shall grant such ex- 
emption while so qualified until such year as said person, on or 
before the Ist day of April, notifies in writing such assessors of 
his or her desire to pay said tax, whereupon the said assessors 
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shall assess said tax against said male or female veteran, or 
blind person, or widow or minor child of said male veteran or 
blind person, and said male or female veteran, or blind person, 
or widow or minor child of said male veteran or blind person 
shall be legally holden to pay said tax; and provided further, 
that no property conveyed to such male or female veteran, or 
blind person, or widow or minor child of said male veteran or 
blind person for the purpose of obtaining exemption from tax- 
ation under the provisions of this subsection shall be so exempt, 
and any attempt to obtain such exemptions by means of frau- 
dulent conveyance shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
$100.”. Effective August 20, 1951.

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Report of the Town Manager 


To the Citizens of the Town of Norway: 


Due to the fact that we have been with you only a part of 
the year and the custom in the past years seems to have been 
to publish the Report of the State Auditor in very nearly its 
entirety instead of a detailed account by the Manager of the 
operations in the different accounts, we are following the same 
course for this year at least. 


Anyone having any question in regard to anything in this 
report or anything that he thinks should be in it is respectfully 
requested to pay a visit to the Town Office and we will endeavor 
to answer any and all questions. 


The following is a brief resume of the year’s work as we 
see it in the major departments.

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HIGHWAYS 


Due to the unusually wet summer maintenance of the so 
called dirt roads took the most of the summer road money. $2700 
worth of steel culverts were purchased and installed during the 
year in an effort to get the necessary drainage on some of our 
bad roads and hills. The largest single project undertaken out 
of the general maintenance funds was the work done on Sand 
Pond Hill, so called, in Sodom. This hill was ditched, banks 
bulldozed back and gravel applied. Outside of this all gravel 
hauled was put into washouts and mud holes which gives no 
permanent results. 


The bridge on Greenleaf Avenue was repaired and re- 
planked and the Bird Brook bridge, so-called, on the George Em- 
erson road had to be entirely rebuilt. The old wood stringers © 
broke down on this bridge, the abutments were repaired and 
built up about a foot higher before the new steel I beam girders 
were installed. This bridge needs a railing as do a few more 
bridges in town. 


The road back of Pike Hill, off the Harrison Road, was part- 
ly rebuilt out of Town Road Improvement Funds, a distance of 
approximately three-quarters of a mile from the Raymond 
Smith residence to the end of the road. 


The State Aid money was spend in Millettville, completing 
this road past the Willard Berry residence except for tarring. 
There is enough money in this fund to tar this new construction 
during 1952. 


The construction on Pleasant Street was held up by weather 
conditions and never received the second coat of tar. 


All tarring was delayed until it was deemed wise to cut 
the tarring program short, thus only half of the tar money was 
spent. 


Bushes were cut on all Norway roads as much as could be 
reached with the tractor mower, the only hand work being on 
intersections, 


The new black top street on Lower Main Street and Paris 
Street, which was laid entirely at State expense, is a great asset 
to the town. This project did, however, delay the work on our 
town roads because we cooperated with the State crew on this 
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work. The State paid for all grader work, sweeper, etc., and 
the town trucks hauled the gravel away for the gravel itself 
after the State loaded it. 


The 1951 Excise Tax money voted for highway construction 
is carried over to be expended in 1952. This together with the 
Town Road Improvement Fund for 1952, the State Aid money, 
half of which we would recommend combining with the Town 
Road Improvement Fund as permitted by Act of the 1951 Legis- 
lature, and the Special Resolve for $1700.00 for the road from 
Chapel to the Albany line, together with all money allocated 
from 1952 Excise Taxes will mean that we will have a large 
construction program during 1952 that will cut down the mile- 
age of dirt roads to maintain in the future. 


Roads under consideration for some construction in the near 
future as gravel roads include the remainder of the Millettville 
road, the remainder of the road back of Pike Hill off the Harri- 
son Road, the road around the lake, so-called, the Sodom Road, 
that part of Yagger not yet graveled and the Ridge Road, so 
called, running from Swift’s Corner to Center Hill. 


The Center Hill Road and Cottage Street are two projects 
that really need most, if not all, the 1951 Excise Tax money now 
on hand. Pleasant Street should be completed this year pre- 
sumably out of the same money. 


Due to increased costs for everything including higher wag- 
es your Manager recommends an appropriation of $20,000 for 
Highways and Bridges for 1952 which is approximately what we 
were forced to expend in 1951 to keep the roads in any con- 
dition for travel. 


WINTER ROADS 


In this department, also, we ran into a substantial over- 
draft as the financial report shows. We have endeavored to 
give everyone the service they expect and demand at the least 
cost possible. However, service and economy are hard to furn- 
ish at the same time in regard to plowing snow and sanding 
roads, streets and sidewalks. 


We have used two carloads of salt, or over 90 tons, so far 
this winter and have a 50-ton car on the rail to unload as this 
is written, but will anyone say we have used too much salt? 
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We built a storehouse at the Town Garage this fall for 
storing of our salt supply. This has proved to be a worthwhile 
project as it saves extra handling and our salt supply is always 
handy to our trucks and the stockpile of sand. Salt can be 
dumped directly from the trucks into one end of this building 
from a natural ramp or bank and the loader can drive into the 
other end on a level with the floor for loading the salt into 
trucks for spreading or mixing with sand. 


The expenditures in this department exceeded $20,000.00 in 
1951 and your Manager cannot see much at this time to suggest 
that 1952 can be handled for any less money. We will certainly 
keep expenditures at a minimum as far as possible and give 
service, but it is our belief that the public as a whole wants 
service at any cost rather than to get by with less plowing, 
sanding and snow removal to cut costs. 


GARAGE AND EQUIPMENT’ ACCOUNT 


This account has seen many changes during the year 1951. 
The fire in February that destroyed some equipment and dam- 
aged some while burning part of the garage itself, required the 
rebuilding of that part of the building destroyed and buying 
some new equipment, 


The garage has been completely rebuilt and a ceiling and 
cement floor put in during this year. Also, an addition has 
been built on to accommodate the heating plant. This is of the 
same construction as the main building and as near fireproof as 
possible. The heating system was installed before cold weather: 
and furnishes plenty of heat for the entire garage. 


The new Galion grader, purchased to replace the one des- 
troyed in the fire has proved, in our opinion, to be a wise in- 
vestment. This grader will do many things that a lighter 
grader cannot. 


Another new GMC 450 model truck was added to our fleet in 
August and many small additions have been made to our stock 
of equipment such as a cheap pickup truck, a York Rake, an 
electric welder for shop use and many small appliances needed 
in maintenance of our fleet of equipment. 


Your Selectmen and Manager have made recent survey 
of what we now have in this garage and equipment.account and 
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find that the original fund of $18,000.00 raised to start this 
equipment account now has been built up until the most 
conservative list of values totals $47,000.00 and we are all agreed 
that this is low and believe that the account is worth about 
$50,000 at present day values. 


PARKING METERS 


The parking meters were installed as directed by vote of 
the Town. For the take of these meters you are respectfully re- 
ferred to the Audit report. We now have 200 meters in opera- 
tion. 202 were installed and 2 have been removed. Of the 
original order of 250 forty-five were returned for credit. 

It is our opinion that the Town should furnish some free 
off street parking as soon as possible to relieve the congestion 
on our side streets caused by use of meters on Main Street. 


TRAFFIC LIGHTS 


Due to conditions changing after the March meeting in 1951 
your Selectmen and Manager could not order and install all 
lights voted and as a compromise measure ordered two lights, 
one already installed at Paris and Main Streets and one for Ad- 
vertiser Square at Main, Bridge and Whitman Streets. These 
were ordered in June for September delivery and the last of the 
second light has just arrived. We hope to have installation of 
the second light before town meeting. 


TOWN DUMP 
During 1951 the dump became infested with rats and roaches 
to such an extent that it was necessary to have an extermina- 
tion job done, thus running this account into an unavoidable 
overdraft. The dump is kept open at all times and will be as 
long as the public will cooperate in proper use of it when the 
attendant is not on duty. 


CHARITIES 


Our Town Poor Account is up over the previous year, but 
did not exceed the appropriation. The number of cases has 
increased and some of them are very expensive, being perma- 
nently bed ridden with little or no income and no other means 
of support.

January 1, 1952 to December 31, 1952 
An audit of the books and records of the Town of Norway 
has been completed for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1952. 
The audit included an examination of the records maintained by 
“he Town Manager, Assessors, Treasurer, Tax Collector and 
Town Clerk, 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $20,075.70 at December 31, 1952, was 
reconciled with the statement furnished by the Norway National 
Bank, 

Transactions affecting tax, tax liens, tax acquired property, 
accounts receivable and sewer assessments receivable were re- 
viewed, Unpaid accounts at the year end were checked and re- 
conciled with the balances shown on the records of the tax 
collector, treasurer and town manager. Deferred appropriations 
consisting of 1953 and 1954 commitments against the Pleasant 
Street sewer were reviewed and found to be in agreement with 
the records of future commitments for this particular installa 
tion, 


LIABILITIES 


Parking meter revenue for 1952 amounted to $9,345.75 and 
it was determined that $4,664.00, or approximately one-half of 
this amount, was paid to the Magee Hale Park-O-Meter Company 
in accordance with the provisions of the contract for the installa- 
tion of the parking meters. 

At a special town meeting held October 6, 1952, authority 
was granted to borrow $3,000.00 for expenditure in the town poor 
account. This note becomes due on December 1, 1953 with in- 
terest payable at 2%%. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


From the examination of the departmental accounts, it was 
determined that the net unexpended balances carried forward 
to the ensuing year totaled $27,150.83, and are summarized as 
follows: :

REVENUES AND EXPENDITURES 


A comparative statement of revenues and expenditures 
(Exhibit B), disclosed that for the 1952 year, revenues were less 
than those of the previous year by $7,209.74. Expenditures for 
the same period decreased $5,009.37. The factors contributing 
to these differences were reviewed and it was noted that while 
operating expenses in general increased, the elimination of the 
state tax and the completion of high school construction costs 
resulted in the net decrease in expenditures. Overdrafts were 
noted in various operating accounts, more particularly in certain 
highway and bridge accounts (Exhibit D). The Department of 
Attorney General has advised that overdrafts are not permitted 
by statute except in certain instances where emergencies arise 
in highway activities and then only to the extent of 15% of the 
highway appropriation.

DEBT FUND 


The debt fund, which is incorporated in the balance sheet as 
a separate fund, reflects the bonds of $30,000.00 and notes of 
$68,000.00 outstanding, which are to be retired from future rev- 
enue. A cash balance of $34,300.45 is available for the retire- 
ment of the balance of outstanding high school bonds together 
with interest. charges. The high school construction notes were 
reduced by $10,000.00 during the year, funds were provided by 
an appropriation at the annual town meeting. 

As authorized at the July special town meeting, a loan of 
$30,000.00 was negotiated to provide funds for the construction 
of a new manual arts building.. Three serial notes were issued 
payable $10,000.00 annually beginning in 1955 with interest at 
2%%. 


EQUIPMENT FUND 


Transactions affecting the equipment fund were reviewed 
with no exceptions noted. The cash balance, for future equip- 
ment maintenance and replacement, totaled $4,626.21 at the 
year end. During’the year new equipment totaling $7,623.28 
was purchased. No authorization by town vote was. noted on 
the town clerk’s records. ‘

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TRUST FUNDS 


Transactions affecting the various funds held in trust by 
the town were reviewed. The records disclosed that earnings 
of the .funds totaled $1,038.29. Expenditures amounted to 
$1,560.28 and the balance of the unexpended income account at 
December 31, 1952 amounted to $2,431.66. 


GENERAL 


From an analysis of the treasurer’s receipts and deposits, it 
was determined that all monies deposited were in agreement 
with the total recorded receipts. 


It was ascertained that all disbursements had been made 
by check and were supported by properly authorized warrants 
issued by the selectmen., 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records checked to determine 
the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of in- 
ternal control was reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash 
and other matters of financial concern. Revenues and expendi- 
tures were examined by methods and to the extent deemed neces- 
sary. Excise tax collections were verified by examination of 
the copies of the receipts retained by the collector. Letters of 
verification were utilized to determine the correctness of tax, 
tax lien and accounts receivable. Insurance policies and bond 
coverages were examined. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertain- 
ing to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures were 
followed to the extent deemed necessary to develop these state- 
ments, 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and sup- 
porting statements fairly present the financial position of the 
town at December 31, 1952, and the result of its operations for 
the year then ended.

The budget we have approved is based upon the amount of 
state subsidy which wag reported to the committee by the State 
Department of Education in Augusta as the amount which we 
should expect to receive. It is an estimate cnly, as the legisla- 
ture may cut it or raise it. This legislative appropriation will 
be made after our annual town meeting—possibly the last of 
April. 
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We have a balance of $1,033.89 in the repair account. The 
reason this balance is so large is given in the report of the super- 
intendent of schools. 

Modest appropriations both in agriculture and industrial arts 
are necessary to complete the minimum equipment requirements 
of the shops. 

At a special town meeting, it was voted to convey the rural 
high school pupils of Norway. This has meant an increase in our 
conveyance expense. 

The Chapel School was closed in June because the enroll- 
ment dropped below the statutory figure permissible for main- 
taining a school. Reopening this school is not contemplated. 


The salary of the industrial arts teacher has been included 
in the salaries of the high school teachers. Formerly, under 
the old subsidy laws, it had to be carried separately as a voca- 
tional course such as home economics and agriculture. 

The committee intends to improve the playground equip- 
ment gradually. 

The superintendent’s report covers what has been done in - 
building and equipping the new shop building, planning a new 
fluorescent lighting program, and improving the physical educa- 
tional facilities. 

We have read the superintendent’s report and believe it to 
be a complete review of the progress made during the past 
year and a summary of the needs for the future.

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Report of the 
Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and the Citizens of the Town of 
Norway: 


We have come to the close of another calendar year. Con- 
ditions in the country have not materially changed from a year 
ago. We are still faced with uncertainty, both nationally and 
internationally. Tax relief on all levels—federal, state, and 
municipal—will not materially change for the coming year. 
The new administration will probably cut back on federal spend- 
ing as soon as possible, but I believe that it will take at least 
two years before we get any relief on the local level. As I have 
stated in my previous reports, these federal and state increases 
in taxes are reflected in every expenditure made by the school 
department. School costs will increase this year. Each increase 
in service means more money spent which in turn means a 
larger appropriation. Some of these services have been in- 
creased by voters of the town although not recommended by 
the school committee. 


TEACHERS 


At the close of school in June we had several resignations. 
Mr. Harlan Smith, teacher of physical education and coach of 
football, left teaching to accept a position with an insurance 
company. Mr, Edward Woodbrey, teacher of science and his- 
tory, coach of basketball and baseball, resigned to do graduate 
work at Springfield College. Miss Maxine Hammer, teacher of 
French and English, resigned to accept a position in Bridge- 
water, Massachusetts. Miss Anne Howard left our employ be- 
cause Norway did not have home economics exchange with Paris, 
thereby eliminating the need for an extra teacher. Miss Melva 
‘Abbott resigned to accept a position. in South Berwick. Mrs. 
Esther MacDonald resigned. 

Mr. William Wright, a Springfield College graduate, with one 
year of experience, was elected as teacher of physical education 
and coach of basketball. Mr. Paul E. Tibbetts, a graduate of 
the University of Maine, was elected as teacher of history and 
science and coach of football and baseball.

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After two teachers taught briefly and resigned, Miss Pa- 
tricia R. Miller, a graduate of College of Our Lady of Mercy, 
with three years’ experience, was elected to teach English and 
is an excellent teacher. Mr. R. Clifford Randall, a graduate of 
Gorham Teachers’ College, was elected instructor of industrial 
arts. Mr. C. Howard Mitchell, a graduate of Abilene Christian 
College, with two years of experience in Alabama, succeeded 
Miss Abbott in grade 6. Miss Edna M. Lilley, a graduate of Gor 
ham Teachers’ College, succeeds Mrs. MacDonald in grade three. 
Miss Marguerite S. Stearns, a graduate of Gorham Teachers’ 
College, succeeds Mrs. Beatrice Rowe in grade two. We have a 
fine staff of teachers in our schools, and I wish at this time to 
express my thanks to them for their kind cooperation. 


There is still a shortage of trained teachers in this state. 
In order to Keep our teachers, it will be necessary to compete 
with neighboring communities because of the salaries paid. 
After a very careful analysis of salaries paid to teachers, the 
committee has made adjustments of the salaries where there 
were inequalities. 


ENROLLMENT AND ATTENDANCE 


The enrollment in the high school this year is 239 and is 
only six more than a year ago. Of this number, 65 are tuition 
pupils. The attendance has been about the same. 


The enrollment in the elementary schools in 576, four less 
‘than a year ago. We have three tuition pupils. These three 
tuition pupils are living in or near Norway. The town is not 
obligated to educate pupils living in the town with friends or 
relatives if their parents or legal guardians live in other towns. 
The ruling is that the education of children is the responsibility 
of the town wherein one or both parents are domiciled. Paying 
of a tax in a town does not give the taxpayers school priviliges 
unless they live in the town and are either parents or legal 
guardians. State wards are an exception. They are schooled in 
the town in which they live. 


STATE SUBSIDY 


This year we received our state subsidy under the new law 
passed by the last legislature. The new subsidy formula in 
brief is a formula whereby the amount of subsidy varies in ratio 
to the amount of state valuation a town has back of every child. 
It was explained fully in last year’s town report. This formula 
is used only as a guide for the legislature in making its ap- 
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propriation. In fact, we shall probably not receive our 35 per- 
cent this year. We are told it will be less. At the time of the 
writing of this report, the 1953 legislature is talking of paying 
only ninety cents on a dollar. What the subsidy will be is un- 
known because the legislature hasn’t made the appropriation 
and won’t until the closing days of the session. ‘Therefore, it 
is impossible for any superintendent of schools and superintend- 
ing school committee to prepare an accurate budget. ‘The an- 
nual town meetings are held the first of March, and the legisla- 
ture will make all appropriations at the close of the session 
which will be the last of April or the first of May. We figure 
our budget on the latest reports we receive, hoping we will not 
be too far off from what we shall actually receive. 


REPAIRS 


At the close of the year we have a balance of. $1,033.89. 
The major repairs this year were the installation of new fluores- 
cent fixtures and installation of a new oil burner. The oil 
burner had been in service many years. The capacity of the old 
burner and the fire box were not large enough to carry the load 
in cold weather demanded by the addition of the new sections 
added to the boiler when the addition was made to the high 
school building a year ago. This resulted in too high an oil 
consumption. The installation of the new burner should result 
in a Saving in oil consumption. 


The installation of the new fixtures has resulted in perfect 
lighting. The Central Maine Power Company made a survey 
of the high school building at no expense to the town. The 
school committee has accepted the survey and plans to have the 
building adequately lighted. This will mean a program covering 
several years. 


In the changeover from incandescent to fluorescent lighting 
it was found that the original light circuits were too small. This 
necessitated the addition of new circuits. The large balance in 
this account is due to the fact that the study and survey took 
time, and the delivery of the fixtures took about six weeks from 
the date of the order. This balance will be used for the con- 
tinuation of the lighting program. 


INDUSTRIAL ARTS 


The work on the new vocational shop building started early 
in September. The building was accepted by the committee at 
the opening of school in January. The boys of the industrial 
arts and agriculture classes at the present time are busy paint- 
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ing the ceiling, building benches, tool cabinets, and panel boards. 
It is hoped that by the first of March the machinery, benches, 
etc. will be completed and that the regular program of instruc- 
tion may be carried on. 

I believe the construction of this building is a forward step 
in our school program. It will mean that many boys who, for- 
merly, would have dropped out of school will find an interest in 
this vocational program, thus completing four years of high 
school work and thereby graduating from high school. This 
may mean less juvenile delinquency and will provide local in- 
dustries with people better equipped to enter their employment. 
A boy in school and off the street means less trouble for parents. 
Busy hands and interest in these vocational courses make for 
better citizenship. 

I wish at this time to thank the committee and citizens of 
the town for making this building available. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


I feel that I would be negligent in my duty if I did not call 
to the attention of the townspeople the conditions of the locker 
rooms where the children change their clothes and shower after 
gym classes. The boys and girls have to change and go out of 
doors under all weather conditions. This is especially bad for 
young girls. They refuse to use the showers because of drafts 
and open shower stalls. 

With the removal of the agriculture shop from the base- 
ment of the gym, I believe that the gymnasium basement could 
be remodeled so that the girls’ locker rooms and showers could 
be discontinued in the basement of the grade building and in- 
stalled in the gymnasium basement. Access to the basement of 
the gymnasium could be made by enclosed stairways on each 
of the outside walls. 


CONCLUSION 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the members of the 
school committee, the teachers, and all other employees of the 
school department for the splendid help and cooperation accord- 
ed me in the administration of the schools.

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Principal’s Report 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the Superintending School 
Committee: 


I herewith submit, for your consideration, a report of Norway 
High School for the past year. 


A class of forty-eight received diplomas, June 12, 1952. Of 
this group fourteen entered college, two entered junior college, 
one enrolled in trade school, one in business school, one in 
teachers’ college, and one in dental training school. This is 
an excellent percentage of graduates furthering their education. 
All reports of progress so far received from these schools have 
been very satisfactory. 


A class of 68 freshmen, 65 sophomores, 55 juniors, and 40 
seniors registered in September. Drop-outs, transfers, etc., have 
brought the number January 1, 1953, to 65, 61, 52, and 36 re- 
spectively. The enrollment in the various courses was about 
normal with the exception of the agriculture course which is 
smaller than usual. A little pressure may have to be exerted 
to have the boys from the farming areas enroll in the agricul- 
ture course instead of the industrial arts course. I believe that 
the new shop will help to produce this change. 


A loss of experienced teachers, at any time, tends to hurt 
the school program, but I feel that we were very fortunate, this 
year, in replacing the teachers who resigned. Mr. Paul Tib- 
betts, a graduate of the University of Maine, is carrying a full 
program in science, biology and history along with his coaching 
duties. Mr. William Wright, a graduate of Springfield College, 
is handling science and physical education along with coaching 
basketball. Miss Patricia Miller, a graduate of College of Our 
Lady of Mercy, is teaching English and helping with girls’ sports. 

Efforts are being made to carry on almost all of the club ac- 
tivities within the school day. This means that there will be a 
minimum of interference between school activities and other 
youth activities of the churches and lodges. 
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The industrial arts and agriculture shops now being used make 
an excellent addition to the school. Room is now available to 
carry on a full course in each of these subjects. This has also 
left room in the main building to carry on the high school pro- 
gram for many years. The citizens of the town of Norway 
should be proud of this building and its contents. 


The accompanying report shows the financial condition of the 
school funds as of July 1, 1952. 


Again I say that a first hand knowledge of your school can 
be obtained only by visiting the school while it is in session. 
Guests are welcome at any time.

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Incomplete Report of the Industrial 
Arts and Agricultural Shop 
Building Committee 


In 1947 the then Superintending School Committee made an 
informal arrangement for Norway High School students to 
pursue vocational training at the South Paris Community School 
Shop as a trial evaluation of such training. The following years 
more formal arrangements were made, and transportation and 
tuition were paid by the town of Norway. This arrangement 
continued for several years. South Paris students in exchange 
were accepted in our classes of home economics, agriculture, and 
some languages. By 1951 the South Paris shop was too crowded 
for further continuance, and the Paris School Committee form- 
ally advised the Norway School Committee in December, 1951, 
that after June, 1952, Norway students could no longer be ac- 
commodated. 

Thereupon the Norway Superintending School Committee 
commenced gathering data, visited several existing shops in 
- Maine, and did a great deal of enquiring during the next few 
weeks in their study of the problem. The committee did not 
have sufficient time to crystalize their thoughts into a recom- 
mendation by the time of the regular town meeting, so a spe- 
cial town meeting was called to see if the inhabitants desired 
to have a shop building built and equipped. 

Opposition developed against the plan as originally recom- 
mended and set forth in the warrant and little was accomplished 
as it was voted down. This necessitated a further delay of 
several months, but on July 14, 1952, the inhabitants met to con- 
sider a proposition which included, as well as the original recom- 
mendation, alternate choices. After considerable discussion it 
was finally voted to build a combined Industrial Arts and Agri- 
cultural masonry shop building as originally recommended, and 
money was made available. 

The Superintending School Committee was chosen as a build- 
ing committee for this project, and they proceeded to engage 
an architect to prepare final plans and let contracts, 
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Inasmuch as Mr. Philip Snow had done a satisfactory job in 
designing the high school addition, it was decided to again en- 
gage his services. Final plans were drawn and the contract let 
to the lowest bidder, Mr. Philip Wight, in September, 1952. 


Construction started immediately thereafter and was com- 
pleted so that the students moved in at the end of the Christ- 
mas vacation. 

Mr. Randall and Mr. Hacker, the instructors, and the students 
first whitened the ceiling and are, at this writing, building neces- 
sary shop benches and tables, tool panel-boards, and other- 
wise setting their new shop in good order. Much of the ma- 
chinery and many of the hand tools are already in service and 
the balance is expected shortly. 

Visitors are welcome at any time and are urged to inspect 
their new building. As soon as the shop machinery and fixtures 
are completely set up by the students, a date will be set for an 
open-house inspection by the inhabitants and a notice inserted 
to that effect in the local paper. 


The question. has arisen, and rightfully so, as to why no 
basement was provided. The committee carefully considered 
this phase in the early planning and offer, briefly, facts which 
led to their decision to build as they did. 


To begin with, little or no question would have been raised 
in favor of a basement had the terrain, at that location, been 
flat and level. The State Department of Education does not 
condone classrooms in basements; therefore a basement would 
be merely a storage space as no practicable road of access nor 
rights of way existed to serve it. Student work on vehicles in a 
basement would not be entirely practical since all their tools 
and equipment would be at another level. There was also a 
possible drainage problem, had a. basement been built, as the 
general area is inherently low and wet. The cost of gravel fill 
under the present floor is but a small fraction of the cost of a 
completed basement which would have required another con- 
crete floor, staircases, and extensive structural expense in order 
to support the main floor and its load. Considerable additional 
heating would also have been necessary. The inhabitants had 
already signified that they were not in favor of a more expen- 
sive building. 


Therefore we may conclude that although a basement could 
have been built, it would have resulted in very expensive stor- 
age space. The committee feels that the shop space we now 
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have is actually the “basement” and in future years, if the 
need arises, another story can be added to the present building, 
as the structure was designed with that in mind. 


The committee is unable to give a complete financial report 
at this writing as all of the bills have not been received, and 
some items are on back-order. Briefly, the moneys appropriated 
have been either spent or are ear-marked to pay for goods on 
order, leaving an unexpected balance of approximately $100 to 
$400. A complete detailed financial report will appear in the 
town report for 1953. 

This project completes the recent school expansion program 
and our school plant should be adequate for a number of years, 
perhaps twelve or more. The committee further points out that 
in spite of the recent construction program, the school indebted- 
ness is scheduled to be entirely retired in slightly over four 
years, for the first time since 1928! 


The committee expresses its sincere appreciation of the co-op- 
eration of those contributing to the success of the project.

Dear Mr. Stevens: 


This letter is a report of the work performed on White Pine 
Blister Rust Control in Norway during 1952, 


We found and destroyed 10,076 current and gooseberry 
bushes on 5,349 acres in the Town. All of these bushes were 
wild except for 27 found near farms. Practically all of them 
were infected with the disease. The location of this work is 
shown on the enclosed map as the cross hatched areas marked 
52. 


At your annual town meeting last March, Norway raised 
$500 for this work, and we spent $598.97 of this together with 
$393.38 of federal funds and $106.24 of State funds. The future 
will prove that this expenditure of funds for the protection of 
growing white pine was a wise one. There is an area of about 
10,000 acres remaining in Norway that needs similar protection 
as soon as possble and I recommend that you call this to the 
attention of those interested. The area needing protection is 
shown on the accompanying map as blank areas marked 53. 


I wish to express my appreciation to you personally for the 
cooperation you so kindly gave during the past year.

ALL TAXPAYERS SHOULD READ THE FOLLOWING 
REQUIREMENTS AND COMPLY WITH THEM: 


“Sec. 35, Ch. 81, Revised Statutes of Maine 1944. Assessors 
to give notice to bring in lists of taxable property; if no lists are 
brought in, no claim for abatement. R.S. c. 18, sec. 70, 1933, c. 
180. Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give sea- 
onable notice in writing to the inhabitants by posting notifica- 
tions in some public place in the town, or shall notify them, in 
such other way as the town directs, to make and bring in to 
them true and perfect lists of their polls and all their estates 
real and personal, not by law exempt from taxation, of which 
they were possessed on the 1st day of April of the same year. 
If any resident owner after such notice, or any non-resident 
owner after being reasonably requested thereto by the assessors, 
does not bring in such jist, he is thereby barred of his right to 
make application to the assessors or the county commissioners 
for any abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such list with 
his application and satisfies them that he was unable to offer 
it at the time appointed. The request upon non-resident owners 
may be proved by a notice sent by mail directed to the last 
known address of the taxpayer or given by any other method 
that brings notice home to the taxpayer.”

CHAPTER 160 
AN ACT RELATING TO REQUEST FOR 
TAX EXEMPTION 


R. S., c. 81, 1 6, sub-1 X, amended. Subsection X of section 
6 of chapter 81 of the revised statutes, as amended by chapter 29 
of the public laws of 1947, is hereby furtner amended to read 
as follows: 


“X. The polls and the estates of persons who by reason of 
age, infirmity or poverty are in the judgement of the assessors 
unable to contribute toward the public charges; the polls of all 
soldiers and sailors who served in the army or navy of the United 
States in the war of 1861-1865 and were honorably discharged 
or honorably separated from such service; the polis of all sol- 
diers, sailors and marines who receive state pension; the poils 
of all soldiers, sailors and marines who served in the Indian 
wars; the polls of all soldiers, sailors and marines who served 
in the war with Spain; the polis of all soldiers, sailors and ma- 
rines who served in the Philippine Insurrection; the polls of all 
disabled veterans of World Wars I and II, namely, soldiers, sail- 
ors and marines who are receiving pension or retirement pay or 
compensation or vocational training from the United States 
government on account of disability incurred in or aggravated 
by service in World Wars I and II; and the estates, to the value 
of $3,500 of all male or female veterans who have served in the 
armed forces of the United States during any federally recog- 
nized war period and, who were honorably discharged, or honor- 
ably separated from such service and retired to the reserve, who 
shall have reached the age of 62 years, or are receiving a pension, 
retirement pay or compensation from the United States govern- 
ment for total disability, or the unremarried widow of any vet- 
eran who is herself receiving a pension from the United States 
government, or whose husband died after reaching the age of 
62 years, or whose husband was during his lifetime receiving, or 
was awarded after death, a pension, retirement pay or com- 
pensation from the United States government for total disability, 
or the minor children of any veteran who shall be receiving a 
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pension from the United States government, and of all persons 
determined to be blind within the definition provided by sections 
275 to 293, inclusive of chapter 22 who are receiving aid under 
the provisions of said sections; and in case any person entitled to 
such exemption has property taxable in more than one city or 
town of the state, such proportion of such total exemption shall 
be made in each city or town, as the value of the property tax- 
able in such city or town bears to the value of the whole of the 
property of such person taxable in the state; provided, however, 
that no exemption shall be allowed hereunder in favor of any 
person who is not a legal resident of this state; and provided 
further, that any male or female veteran, or blind person, or 
widow, or minor child of such male veteran or blind person, who 
desires to secure the aforesaid exemption shall, on or before the 
1Ist day of April, notify in writing the assessors of the city, town 
or plantation in which he or she resides, and furnish proof of 
entitlement, and thereafter said assessors shall grant such ex- 
emption while so qualified until such year as said person, on or 
before the ist day of April, notifies in writing such assessors of 
his or her desire to pay said tax, whereupon the said assessors 
shall assess said tax against said male or female veteran, or 
blind person, or widow or minor child of said male veteran or 
blind person, and said male or female veteran, or_ blind person, 
or widow or minor child of said male veteran or blind person 
shall be legally holden to pay said tax; and provided further, 
that no property conveyed to such male or female veteran, or 
blind person, or widow or minor child of said male veteran or 
blind person for the purpose of obtaining exemption from tax- 
ation under the provisions of this subsection shall be so exempt, 
and any attempt to obtain such exemptions by means of frau- 
dulent conveyance shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
$100.”. Effective August 20, 1951.

All maintenance work was completed at the end of Decem- 
ber. 


The following street mains and side lines were cleaned and 
brushed:

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Report of Director of Civil Defense 
and Public Safety 


During 1952 some progress and many changes were made 
in the local Civil Defense set-up. As the result of several con- 
ferences with various staff members, the board of selectmen, 
and the town manager, it was decided that a general streamlin- 
ing and reorganization would be beneficial. Consequently sev- . 
eral staff functions have been abolished or combined into one 
department. Instead of the twelve subordinate departments of 
the original onganization we now have nine, as follows: 
Communications 
Medical and Health 
Wardens and Plant Protection 
Fire 
Police 
Housing and Feeding 
Transportation and Evacuation 
Supply 
Special Staff (which will include such specialists as an 
engineer in charge of utilities, a chaplain, a legal ad- 
visor, and various administrative, clerical and techni- 
cal personnel as may be necessary.) 

A First Aid Class was held at the Armory with a total enroll- 
ment of forty-four persons. Of this number, twenty-three ad- 
ults (mostly women) and six teen-agers completed the course 
satisfactorily and were awarded certificates. Another First Aid 
class will be held this year. It is hoped that more people will 
avail themselves of this opportunity to gain the benefits of such 
training. 

Twelve members of the Auxiliary Police group were sworn in 
as constables. Civil Defense car emblems were issued to these 
men. A new, advanced training program for all members of 
the Auxiliary Police group will begin soon, 

The town has been divided into fourteen wards. Wardens 
have been appointed and an appropriate training program will 
begin as soon as possible. 

The Housing and Feeding department is setting up an inform- 
tional file which should be completed shortly. This file will save 
much confusion and unnecessary delay in the event of an em- 
ergency. 


OMONAMTRYNE 
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The Transportation department has also set up a file of vital 
information. This includes the number, location and type of 
all vehicles which would be available, if and when, needed. 

Departments not itemized as to activity, are either function- 
ing satisfactorily or are still in the process of re-organization. 
Certain members of the Special Staff have been issued appro- 
priate Civil Defense car emblems. 

Instead of holding scheduled Staff meetings as in the past, the 
Civil Defense Control Center office will now be open each 
Thursday evening for the convenience of the Staff or any mem- 
ber of the various departments. Any interested citizen is in- 
vited to visit the office at this time. It is to be hoped that by 
the end of 1953 the local Civil Defense organization will be fully 
capable of taking immediate and adequate action in the event 
of any emergency.

In submitting this, my second annual report of the operation 
of your municipal affairs, I wish to thank each and every citizen 
of Norway who helped make it possible for me to complete this 
municipal year as your Manager. 


The co-operation of those members of the Board of Select- 
men who have seen fit to co-operate with me is deeply appre- 
ciated. 


Anyone wishing any information not included in the follow- 
ing report is respectfully requested to bring his question to the 
Town Office where all problems should be settled, and we will 
promise a full explanation of how and why your town affairs 
have been conducted as they have.

TAX ASSESSMENT 


The only recommendation your Manager would make in re- 
gard to this department is that something be done to improve 
our assessment records. This is no criticism of any assessor 
past or present, but our assessment records are incomplete and 
many inequalities have had to be corrected each year of late by 
abatements. 

Many cases of error in description, double taxation and ine- 
qualities have been discovered and corrected during the past 
year, but it is in our opinion, an utter impossibility for a board of 
assessors working a few weeks a year to do the job that needs 
to be done. We have no maps of the Town of Norway for tax 
purposes or otherwise. 

We would recommend that some step be taken this year 
to improve this situation. 


OFFICE SUPPLIES AND EXPENSE 


This account is a very inclusive account, covering not only 
the regular office supplies, but all clerical expense and new 
equipment for the Town Office. ; 

Due to the increased amount of clerical work required in the 
Departments that were originally set up in the Town office, 
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Town Manager, Treasurer, Collector, and Road Commissioner 
and the addition of the Town Clerk’s work, Police Department 
records and Meter funds without mentioning the writing of the 
Assessors’ book, it has become necessary to have two full time 
clerks in the ‘Town Office. 


During the year 1952 our office was completely remodeled and 
enlarged, taking over the space formerly occupied by the 
Norway Water District. This was done in the interest of better 
serving the taxpayer and all others who have business at the 
Town Office, as well as making for better working conditions 
in the office. 


New office equipment purchased during the year 1952 includ- 
ed: three desks, one for the Town Manager’s private office and 
two for the main office, desk chairs for each, a table for the as- 
sessors’ office, two Royal typewriters, (one Smith-Corona traded 
in), one Remington electric adding machine and one F. and E. 
Check Protector.

It may be noticed in the summary of accounts that there is 
an overdraft of $926.04. A transfer of $900.00 from the Park- 
ing Meter revenue was voted to this account to compensate for 
the extra work caused by the meters, but it was discovered at 
the end of the year that this was contrary to the State of Maine 
Statues which regulate uses to which Parking Meter revenue 
may be put. Therefore the $900.00 remains in the Meter funds 
and causes an overdraft in this Office account, 
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PROTECTION 


For a report of the Fire Department you are respectfully re- 
ferred to the Report of the Fire Chief. 


Our Police Department consists of two officers: Day Officer, 
Adelbert Guilford and veteran Night Officer, J. E. Lafrance, and 
the ‘Town Office force where all minor violation fines are col- 
lected. Our Ordinances are in the process of being revised in 
order to give the officers more backing to enforce law and order. 


TRAFFIC LIGHTS 


Probably no one thing in Norway has caused more controver- 
sy than the traffic light at Main and Paris Streets. We have 
endeavored to make this light a success by restricting parking 
near the light on Main Street and making three lanes for traffic, 
but confusion still continues to be the rule instead of the excep- 
tion at this intersection. 


The light at Advertiser Square, so-called, is a complete suc- 
cess aS far as can be ascertained from public sentiment. 

The above mentioned two traffic lights were installed in com- 
pliance with vote of the Town at our last annual meeting and 
the balance of the fund raised for Traffic lights is being carried 
forward to 1953. 

Your Manager recommends: first, that the light now at Main 
and Paris Streets be moved to Main and Lynn Streets and an ex- 
tra bank of lights be purchased to work in conjunction with 
this light to regulate traffic on Greenleaf Avenue. These would 
all be regulated by the control box now at the High School 
corner which would be moved with the lights. 


We would recommend that the operation of these lights be 
left to the discretion of the Day Police Officer to be run on the 
yellow flash or “Blink” at all times except the hours of heavy 
traffic at this intersection, when it would be used as a stop 
and go either on automatic or manual controlled to allow the 
shoe shop workers to safely enter Main Street. 


Second: that a safety island be installed in the middle of Paris 
Street where it enters ‘Main Street to divide traffic going in oppo- 
site directions and afford some safety to the pedestrians crossing 
Paris Street at this wide intersection, and that a “Stop” sign be 
installed on Paris Street or it might be better to purchase and 
install a blinker light with red toward Paris and yellow up and 
down Main Street exactly like the light at Welchville on Route 
26 instead of the “Stop” sign. 
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HEALTH AND SANITATION 


For report of Sewer Department you are respectfully referred 
to the Report of the Superintendent of Sewers. 


TOWN DUMP 


The Norway 'Town Dump in its present location presents many 
problems. First, due to its location on rented land and its prox- 
imity to buildings, it is not only forbidden by the landowner, but 
unsafe from any angle to maintain any fire on the dump and 
if one occurs by accident it is extremely hazardous. 

The alternative method of using water to keep down the fire 
hazard and keeping everything wet at all times makes conditions 
ideal for the breeding and multiplication of cockroaches. 

Our efforts at extermination of these pests have proven ex- 
pensive and at the best only temporary. The rodent population 
has been kept fairly well under control, but the odor that eman- 
ates from this heating mass of wet refuse on a hot summer eve- 
ning is not what it should be so close to our residential area. 

We recommend that a new site be purchased for a Public 
Dump and that the present one be properly covered and the 
lease terminated, 


FLUORIDAZATION OF WATER SUPPLY 


The year 1952 saw the Town of Norway become the first 
town in Maine to add fluoride to its water supply as a means 
of trying to improve the condition of our children’s teeth in the 
future. 

A Dental Technician made a survey of the condition of the 
children’s teeth this year in our schools and those of South Paris, 
our neighboring village. Periodical checks over the years 
should show if there is an improvement in the general’ condi- 
tion of our children’s teeth over those not receiving the treated 
water. 


HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES 


This account saw not only the expenditure of a large sum of 
money but much improvement in the condition of some of our 
roads and streets over and above the bare maintenance during 
' the year 1952. $25,676.28 of Excise Tax money was expended in 
construction work as per vote of the Town. 

The distribution of these excise funds was as follows: $10,231.81 
on the reconstruction of Norway Center Hill from the Norway 
Center Church to a point near the corner of the Norway Center . 
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Cemetery including the approach on the road leading past the 
Watson and Knightly farms; $7,784.79 on the reconstruction of 
Orchard Street; $2,407.75 on drainage and application of gravel 
in Millettville from the end of the existing State Aid road to 
the Verna Millett residence; $2,096.24 on the Young Road, so- 
called, on drainage and application of gravel from the Birger 
Orre residence to a point near Regnall Dinsmore’s driveway; 
$1,483.44 in straightening, widening, draining and applying grav- 
el on the Sodom Road beginning at the end of the previously 
gravelled road near Tidswell’s and because of exhaustion of our 
money our gravel did not reach the end of the bulldozed base 
near the Hospital turn, so-called, therefore the stopping point 
here is indefinite; $491.95 for tar on Pleasant Street to partially 
complete the reconstruction of that Street; $1,131.30 for the 
Town’s share of Sidewalk Construction on various streets and 
$49.00 for sidewalk repair. 


The Special Resolve Road money on the Chapel Corner to 
Albany line road was used in widening and graveling the hill 
past the Chapel Cemetery and the section past the driveway 
to the Dunn farm. The amount expended on this project was 
$1,700.22 of which $1,554.01 will be received from the State and 
$146.21 paid by the Town for gravel which is not allowed in the 
Special Resolve account by the State. 


The only expenditure this year on State Aid Road Construction 
was $508.51 spent in tarring the last section of State Aid built in 
Millettville in 1951. 


The balance of the first unit of the State Aid Appropriation 
by the Town, $619.73 and the entire first unit of the State ap- 
portionment of $1,128.00 or a total of $1,747.75 was transferred 
by permission of the Highway Commission to the Town Road 
Improvement fund. 


This together with the balance from 1951 of $142.68 and $2,- 
240.00 apportioned by the State for 1952 made available $4,- 
130.41 in the Town Road Improvement Fund. $4,199.49 was ex- 
pended from this fund on the road back of Pike’s Hill from the 
Harrison Road to the Raymond C. Smith residence. Of this, 
$3,253.53 was paid by the State and $326.23 by the Town for 
gravel. This leaves in this account $257.15 of State funds avail- 
able in 1953. 


The above in general covers the construction costs for 1952, 


A two crew system was used this year with good success. 
Lester E. Wiley was employed as a construction Foreman to 
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employ an extra crew to supplement the regular maintenance 
crew of which Donald L. Hunt is foreman. 


Mr. Wiley supervised the construction of Orchard Street and 
the Norway Center Hill and your Manager is pleased with the 
work and I would recommend Mr. Wiley to anyone as a road 
foreman. The two projects supervised by Wiley were previously 
surveyed by Mr. Waldo Seavey of Lovell. 

All other construction whether with State of Town funds was 
supervised by Donald L. Hunt, our own foreman, who is cer- 
tified and accepted by the State as a Construction foreman. 

All construction as well as maintenance has been under the 
direction of your Manager, who is Road Commissioner. At no 
time has either foreman acted without consulting me, a fact 
which is much appreciated. I would suggest and recommend 
to the Selectmen that in the future they refrain from attempt- 
ing to issue orders to any foreman or any town employee. No 
employee can serve two or more bosses. 

Any ‘Manager would certainly be willing to co-operate with 
the wishes of the majority of the Board of Selectmen if voted 
at a regular or especially called meeting either in the office 
or on the site of any work that might be under question. 

Any suggestions for improvement are always welcomed by a 
Manager from any Selectman or individual, but there is much 
difference between a suggestion and an order and there is also 
a difference to whom it is directed. 


WINTER MAINTENANCE 

Expenditures of $28,153.85 in this department certainly are an 
all time high. Of course, part of this is due to the storm of 
February 18, 1952, which cost thousands of dollars; but some 
of the increased expenditures was caused by extra service de- 
manded and rendered. I believe the people of ‘Norway appreci- 
ate the kind of service they have received. 

The snow plowing in January, 1953, was light, but the sand- 
ing expense was high. 

The $20,000.00 recommended, with what the State re-imburses, 
should meet the needs for 1953 if no such storm as the one in 
February, 1952, is encountered. 


SUMMER MAINTENANCE 
This account saw in addition to the regular machining and 
patching holes, considerable work with the bulldozer on our 
country roads, pushing out rocks that interfere with snow 


» 
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plows, widening narrow spots, digging ditches to drain water 
away from the road into existing culverts or to newly installed 
culverts. $3,250 worth of new culverts was purchased early in 
the spring and all installed before fall. This move averted a 
shortage due to the steel strike as far as the Town of Norway 
was concerned. 


TARRING AND RE-TARRING 

This account shows the largest overdraft as far as percentage 
goes in the year’s work, but I feel that all money expended in 
this work yielded a good return and thus was justified. In my 
opinion it is impossible to properly maintain our tarred streets 
and roads over which the Town has jurisdiction without an ex- 
penditure of from $3,000 to $5,000 annually and if this had to be 
done out of general maintenance funds our country roads would 
have to suffer. 


SIDEWALKS 

Our sidewalks in town are in various states of repair. Each 
year requires considerable work to maintain our existing side- 
walks due to work of the elements on the cement walks, up- 
heaval of cement and brick walks by tree roots and removal of 
bricks by unknown forces. This year our repair work covered 
sections on Main Street at the High School at Tucker’s Harness 
shop, at Barjo restaurant and at the Advertiser office; on Pleas- 
ant Street past the Socony station; on Cottage Street at the 
Theatre and a section on Marston Street besides numerous small 
patches. All repair work was done by Blue Rock Quarry and 
consisted of removal of upheaved sections and covering of all 
areas with Blue Rock mix, properly laid and rolled. 


Sidewalk construction was on Lower Main Street, Paris Street, 
Deering Street, as per vote of the town, and short sections on 
Cottage, Danforth and Beal Streets where abutters requested the 
work on a 50-50 basis. 


CHARITIES 

Our Town Poor account expenditures exceeded the expecta- 
tions and therefore the original appropriation. The Selectmen, 
to avert a heavy overdraft, called a Special Town Meeting and 
the Town appropriated $3,000 additional to this account. 

Our case load was less than anticipated for the last three 
months, thus a balance of $1,117.84 of this account was turned 
into surplus. However, our case load has again increased and 
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I believe the lowest figure to safely appropriate to this account 
is the $10,000 as recommended. 


Our A, D. C. (Aid to Dependent Children) load remains about 
even with. some additions and some cases being terminated. I 
know of no intent of the State to make any change that will 
affect the needs in this account to date. 


PARKING METERS 


Our receipts from the meters this year were $9,345.75 of 
which $4,664.00, or approximately 50% was paid= on the con- 
tract for the meters. This leaves a balance of $6,515.22 on the 
contract to be paid by turning over 50% of the receipts. If 
income continues comparable to this year the meters should be 
paid for by July 1, 1954, or three years from date of installation.

GARAGE AND EQUIPMENT ACCOUNT 

This account is an entirely separate one from our general 
fund account, having a separate set of books and a separate 
bank account, The account is set up to be self supporting and 
still have the necessary equiprient to do the regular town work 
excent power shovel work and compressor work. Some outside 
trucks are hired when a fleet is needed but in ordinary work we 
have ample town equipment. 

We started the year with a bank balance of $1,936.06 and 
finished with $4,625.21, a gain in working capital of $2,690.15 in 
spite of the fact that we expended $7,623.28 for new equipment 
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as shown in Schedule A-11 of the audit report which is published 
in this report. 


New equipment consisted of two second-hand Walters

CEMETERIES 


This department has been sadly neglected over the past 
few years. One reason for this has been the inability to find a 
sexton that was able and willing to do the necessary work. This 
year we were fortunate in appointing E. Woodbridge Kimball to 
the Sexton’s position for all cemeteries except Pike Hill of which 
Keith Bradbury had previously been appointed Sexton for the 
year. 

Mr. Kimball was not appointed until May 12, 1952, therefore 
all yards were not in good shape for Memorial Day, a regrettable 
fact. x 

As soon as possible all yards were raked and cleaned up. 
Rustfield was smoothed and mowed with a lawn mower for 
the balance of the season. The fences at Norway Center Ceme- 
tery and the Merrill Hill Cemeteries were painted and all yards 
except Pike Hill were properly mowed and raked. 


ra 
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Most of the extra expense was offset by drawing from the 
Norway Savings Bank the large amounts of interest that had 
accumulated over the years on lots which had not been properly 
cared for. An overdraft of $105.53 was created by the ex- 
penditure of $1,034.45 from an appropriation of eee 00 with re- 
ceipts from the bank of $678.92. 

That the cemeteries of Norway may be properly cared for 
next year, I am recommending the appropriation of $1200.00 and 
the use of the interest accumulated on lots in the Pike Hill 
Cemetery which was not drawn this year. This should finance § 
the care of all town cemeteries and do some necessary repair 
work on the fence at the Rustfield yard in the village which is 
in a bad shape of repair. The fence on Pike Hill also needs re- 
pair. 

The Cemetery situation in Norway is very unique in that 
most burials are in the Norway Pine Grove Cemetery which is 
actually in the Town of Paris and is maintained by a corpora- 
tion which is a Norway corporation. There was only one burial 
during 1952 in our town cemeteries so far as I know. 

However, this does not relieve the Town of Norway of the 
responsibility of maintaining all town cemeteries. 


PERSONNEL 


In bringing this report to a close I would certainly feel 
that I had left something out if I did not pay tribute to those 
who have worked for me in the office, on the streets and, last but 
far from least, in the Highway Department. 

The Town Office force saw many changes during the year 1952. 
At the start of the year Georgina G. Smith, our Town Clerk, was 
the only full time office clerk. Additional help being necessary, 
my wife, Ada V. Stevens, was employed on a part time basis until 
the office was rearranged for two full time clerks. 

April 1st., 1952, Mrs. Dorothy Bartlett was employed. About 
November ist. Mrs. Bartlett moved to Massachusetts and was 
replaced by Miss Alice Hill. Then Mrs. Smith became Mrs. 
Herschel Bryant and Miss Hill became Mrs. Urban McAllister, 
therefore it is very excusable if someone made a mistake in 
identity in the Town Office this past year. 

Our Police force has remained the same as at the start of 

the year with Adelbert Guilford handling the day shift and 
maintaining the meters and “Frank” Lafrance doing his usual 
beat as night officer. 
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The Highway Department has seen some changes during the 
year. Lawrence White left our employ and Harrison W. (Bill) 
Hunt was employed as Bulldozer Operator and Assistant Main- 
tenance Man. Harry L. Smith was replaced by Winfield “Bud” 
Austin and Edwin Austin was employed as a regular hand labor- 
er. The regular town crew is now made up as follows:

LIBRARY ACTIVITIES 


A series of four book reviews was open to the public, be- 
ginning on February 18. The speakers were Rev. J. Nesbitt 
Lello, Rev. B. F. Wentworth, Mrs. Robert Harlow, and Rev. 
Carl Seaburg. There was a good attendance at these reviews 


Early in May, The Audubon Clubs of Grade IV, arranged 
a very attractive display of bird’s nests, bird houses and posters, 
scrap books, leaves, specimens of bark, etc. An attractive shell 
collection was arranged by Grade V. 


Spring Book Festival was celebrated with a story hour. Mrs. 
Philip H. Lord came from Marblehead to tell the stories. On 
display were some of the outstanding children’s books of the 
year. 


On June 5, The Maine State Library conducted a Round 
Table Meeting at this Library. Fifty-nine librarians and friends 
of libraries attended, representing 25 libraries in this part of the 
State. These meetings are open discussions of library problems 
and are very useful to ‘librarians. 

During Book Week, open house was held at the library. 
Books presented by Norway Woman’s Club and by the school 
children were on display. The librarian told stories to each 
group of children who visited the library. 

The library is indebted to the many organizations and in- 
dividuals who have made gifts to the library. It is impossible 
to mention all names, The gifts have been selected with the 
needs of the library in mind, so that they are books which will 
be in use over a long period of time. A grand total of 100 books 
was received. Of these seven were memorial books. 

The latest edition of Encyclopedia Britannica was added to 
the reference shelf.
